The  Convention  met  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  at  10  o'clock, 
A.  M.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell 
and  Rev.  McNeely  Dubose. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and 
the  Minutes  of  yesterday  read,  corrected,  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and 
the  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Laity,  eight 
Deputies  from  eight  Parishes  answered.    [See  Roll,  p.  10.] 

The  discussion  on  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  was  resumed. 

Pending  the  discussion,  Mr.  W.  St.  J.  Jervey  asked  "  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention  to  lay  on  the  table  the 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  without  prejudice  to 
any  question  as  to  the  due  organization  of  the  Convention."

Resolved,  That  no  member  of  this  Convention  shall  exceed  ten  min- 
utes at  a  time,  nor  speak  more  than  twice  in  debating  any  measure, 
unless  by  consent  of  the  Convention.  And  the  Secretary  shall  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  reporting  to  the  Chair  when  the  ten  minutes 
shall  have  expired. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  announced  the  presence  of  the  Hon. 
James  Alfred  Pearce,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton, 
and,  on  motion,  Mr.  Pearce  was  welcomed  to  the  Convention 
and  invited  to  a  seat  on  the  floor. 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  moved  that  when  the  Convention  adjourn 
it  adjourn  to  meet  to-morrow  at  I0}&  o'clock,  which  was 
adopted.

Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  insert  on 
the  Journal  the  following  : 

Whereas,  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese  (Art.  III.,  §§  I, 
2,  3)  plainly  declares  that  the  Clergy  are  entitled  to  seats  and 
privileges  as  members  of  this  body,  subject  to  certain  classi- 
fications and  conditions  ;  and  as  Canon.  VIII.,  §§  3  and  4  pre- 
scribes certain  action  to  be  taken  (i)  by  the  Bishop,  in  pre- 
paring a  list;  and  (2)  by  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  to 
report  on  said  list,  in  order  to  the  information  and  assurance 
of  the  Convention  as  to  what  Clergymen  are  as  above  entitled, 
and  as  no  provision  is  made  for  action  on  the  Committee's 
report  upon  said  list,  as  a  whole*  for  the  purpose  of  affirming 
who  are,  rather  than  who  are  not,  so  entitled,  therefore  the 
undersigned  feels  bound  to  withhold  his  vote  upon  a  motion 
whose  intention  was  to  declare  the  Clergy  members  of  this 
body,  believing  it  to  be  extra-judicial  and  subversive  of  the 
laws  which  govern  us.

Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith  moved  that  the  Laymen  whose 
names  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates,  be  declared  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  this  Con- 
vention, according  to  the  report  of  said  Committee,  which 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  the  Rules  of  Order 
were  suspended,  whereupon,  he  introduced  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted  :

members  of  said  Society. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  is  requested 
to  send  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  a  copy  of  the  foregoing 
Resolution,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Circular  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Society,  showing  the  objects  and  needs 
of  the  Society. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock, 
P.  M. 

8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  McCrady,  Jr.,  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  last  Convention  were  adopted,  and  the  reading  of  the 
Rules  was  dispensed  with.  The  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  was 
nominated  for  Secretary,  and,  on  motion,  the  ballot  was  dis- 
pensed with,  and  he  elected  viva  voce. 

The  Secretary  appointed  Rev.  Ellison  Capers  Assistant 
Secretary.  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  was  nominated  for  Treasurer, 
and  the  ballot  being  dispensed  with,  he  was  elected  viva  voce. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  preacher  to  the  next  Convention 
Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  VVm.  H.  Hanckel,  Al- 
ternate. 

The  Reports  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Diocese  were  deferred  until  to-morrow. 

The  Treasurers  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  and  of  the  Conven- 
tion presented  their  Reports,  which  were,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Bishop  retired,  calling  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Trapier  to  the 
Chair. 

Miscellaneous  business  being  in  order,  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel 
proposed  the  following  amendment  to  Canons,  which  he 
moved  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  with  the  request 
that  that  Committee  report  to-morrow  by  one  o'clock,  at 
which  hour  they  shall  be  made  the  special  order. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 
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Resolved,  That  Section  I  of  Canon  I,  is  hereby  amended, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  ! 

Canon  I. — Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to 
be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Parishes 
or  Cures,  or  of  their  Stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  In- 
stitutions of  Learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical 
authority,  in  which  they  are  engaged  ;  or  in  regard  to  those 
not  engaged  in  Parishes,  Missions  or  Institutions  of  Learn- 
ing, as  above,  their  place  of  residence  only ;  designating 
those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention, 
and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes.  And 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after 
it  shall  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first  day  of  meeting, 
and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom ; 
and  it  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  privi- 
leges of  Clergymen  in  the  Convention.  Provided,  that  upon 
the  coming  in  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Cre- 
dentials of  the  Clergy,  hereinafter  provided  for,  if  question 
be  made  either  by  said  Committee,  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  by  any  Clergyman,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Lay  Deputies 
present  from  any  Parish,  the  rights  of  any  Clergyman  shall 
thereupon,  before  the  transaction  of  any  other  business,  be 
determined  by  the  Convention  itself,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in 
the  list  aforesaid  or  not.  And  provided  also,  that  if  such 
question  be  so  made,  the  question  to  be  submitted  for  the 
determination  of  the  Convention  shall  be  in  the  following 
form,  to  wit:  "  Is  A.  B.,  as  a  Clergyman,  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  this  Convention  ?"  or,  "  Is  A.  B.,  as  a  Clergyman, 
entitled  to  a  seat,  but  not  to  a  vote,  in  this  Convention?"  as 
the  case  may  require,  and  if,  upon  such  question  being  so 
submitted,  a  majority  of  both  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  of 
the  Convention,  voting  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution, 
shall  concur  in  voting  in  the  affirmative,  such  Clergyman 
shall  be  declared  to  be  so  entitled  ;  but  if  both  said  Orders 
so  voting  shall  not  concur  in  voting  in  the  affirmative,  then 
such  Clergyman  shall  be  declared  to  be  not  so  entitled.  And 
provided  also,  that  except  as  to  the  question  or  questions  so 
made  and  so  submitted,  the  Report  of  such  Committee  shall 
stand  affirmed,  without  further  action  by  the  Convention. 
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Resolved,  that  Section  IV.,  of  Canon  VIII.,  is  hereby- 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  IV. — Two  Committees  on  Credentials  shall  then 
be  appointed  ;  the  first  consisting  of  three  Clergymen,  to 
whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other  of 
three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Depu- 
ties, together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and 
the  list  of  the  Treasurer  required  by  Canon  X.,  Section  II. 
And  these  Committees,  severally,  shall  examine  forthwith 
and  report  to  the  Convention  upon  the  lists  so  referred ;  the 
latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes  are  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,  and  which  are  by 
Article  VIII.  of  the  Constitution  debarred  from  voting  until 
admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  Provided,  That  upon 
the  coming  in  ot  said  Report  of  said  Committee  on  the  Cre- 
dentials of  Lay  Deputies,  if  question  be  made  either  by  the 
said  Committee  or  any  member  thereof,  or  by  any  Clergyman 
or  by  a  majority  of  the  Lay  Deputies  present  from  any  Par- 
ish, the  rights  of  any  Lay  Deputy  shall  thereupon,  before 
the  transaction  of  any  other  business,  be  determined  by  the 
Convention  itself,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution; And  provided,  also,  that  if  such  question  be  so  made, 
the  question  to  be  submitted  for  the  determination  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  in  the  following  form,  to  wit:  "Is  A.  B. 
entitled  as  a  Lay  Deputy  to  all  the  privileges  of  this  Con- 
vention ?"  or,  "  Is  A.  B.  entitled  as  a  Lay  Deputy  to  a  seat, 
but  not  to  a  vote  in  this 'Convention  ?"  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire ;  and  if  upon  such  question  being  so  submitted,  a  ma- 
jority of  both  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  of  the  Conven- 
tion, voting  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  shall  vote  in  the 
affirmative,  then  such  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  declared  to  be  so 
entitled  ;  but  if  both  said  Orders,  so  voting,  shall  not  concur 
in  voting  in  the  affirmative,  then  such  Lay  Deputy  shall  be 
declared  to  be  not  so  entitled.  And  provided,  also,  that  ex- 
cept as  to  the  question  or  questions  so  made,  and  so  submit- 
ted, the  Report  of  such  Committee  shall  stand  affirmed 
without  further  action  by  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  moved  the  following  amendments  to 
Canons  IV.  and  VIII.,  which,  on  his  motion,  were  referred  to 
the  same  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  Section  IV.  of  Canon  IV.  be  amended  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  Church  in  the  sixth  line,  substituting  for  the 
"comma"  after  said  word  "a  full  stop,"  and  adding  the  following: 
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"  From  the  lists  thus  forwarded,  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  a  list  of 
lay  members  of  the  Convention,  which  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Con- 
vention immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first 
day  of  the  meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  lay  members  called  there- 
from. This  list  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  privi- 
leges of  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Convention :  Provided,  That  no  Deputy 
whose  seat  may  be  contested  shall  have  place  on  said  list." 

Resolved,  That  Section  III.  of  Canon  VIII.  be  amended  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  "  organized,"  in  seventh  line,  and  for  the  semicolon 
after  said  word  substituting  a  full  stop. 

Rev.  Mr.  Barnwell  offered  the  following,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  same  Committee  : 

Resolued,  That  the  following  Section,  to  be  known  as  Section  V.,  be 
added  to  Canon  XIII.  : 

"  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Convocations  to  include  any  fifth 
Sunday  in  the  time  of  their  Sessions  : 

After  explanation  by  the  Secretary,  on  motion  of  Mr.  T.  M. 
Hanckel,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  1885  be  corrected  on 
pa<:e  40,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  unfair  and  "  where  they  occur,  so 
that  when  so  corrected  it  shall  there  read  as  follows: 

Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel  presented  his  individual  protest,  as 
follows : 

The  undersigned,  as  a  member  of  this  Convention,  respect- 
fully and  earnestly  protests  against  the  failure  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  adjudicate  the  question  whether  the  Rev.  H.  C. 
Bishop  and  the  Rev.  T.  G.  Harper  are  constitutionally  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  this  Convention. 

And  the  undersigned  further  respectfully  and  earnestly 
protests  against  the  declaration,  by  their  votes,  of  the  majority 
of  the  Clerical  Delegates  to  this  Convention,  that  ihe  above 
named  persons  are  so  entitled,  as  being  based  upon  an  erro- 
neous interpretation  of  the  language  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons.  THOS.  M.  HANCKEL,

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The  Convention  went  into 

THE  MISSIONARY  SESSION. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
E.  Capers,  its  Secretary  : 

NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
MISSIONS. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-two  missionaries  have  been 
actively  engaged  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Of 
these  seven  have  missions  in  the  First,  eight  in  the  Second, 
and  seven  in  the  Third  Missionary  District. 

The  reports  of  most  of  these  missionaries  have  been  duly 
considered  by  the  Board,  and  we  are  happy  to  report  to  the 
Convention  that  they  indicate  an  encouraging  state  of  affairs 
in  the  missionary  work  itself,  and  earnest  and  devoted  labors 
on  the  part  of  the  missionaries. 

Your  Board  has  not  prepared  the  usual  synopsis  of  these 
reports,  because  it  deems  it  more  important  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Convention  the  serious  condition  of  our  finances, 
upon  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  we  have  reached 
a  crisis  in  our  missionary  work. 

Unless  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  does  more  for  missions 
during  the  coming  year  than  has  been  done  in  the  past,  we 
will  not  be  able  to  keep  more  than  one-half  of  our  mission- 
aries in  the  field. 

This  state  of  things  arises  from  the  following  facts  : 

The  fund  upon  which  your  Board  has  hitherto  supported 
the  missionary  work  has  been  raised  from  two  sources,  mainly  ; 
from  the  contributions  of  the  Churches,  and  from  the  yearly 
appropriations  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  South  Carolina. 

This  Society  appropriated  to  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board 
$978.01  in  1884,  $1,024  in  1885,  and  for  the  year  now  just 
closed  $1,710.29. 

These  sums  have  been  necessary  to  supplement  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Churches  for  the  support  of  the  missionaries. 

During  the  past  year  the  cost  of  our  mission  work  was 
$4,356.13.  Of  this  sum  the  Churches  have  contributed  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  $1,789.44 ;  the  Bishop,  from  his  salary, 
$800;  donations,  $56.40 ;  and  the  balance,  $1,7 10.29,  by  the 
Advancement  Society.  But  this  venerable  Society,  in  its 
efforts  to  sustain  the  Board  of  Missions  in  its  duty  to  the 
missionaries,  has  exhausted  its  resources,  and  in  view  of  other 
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obligations  which  the  Advancement  Society  has  undertaken, 
your  Board  has  been  officially  notified  that  the  financial  con- 
dition of  that  body  makes  it  impossible  for  it  to  extend  one 
dollar  of  help  to  our  Board  during  this  year,  either  by  appro- 
priation or  loan. 

This  throws  the  whole  missionary  work  on  the  Churches. 

The  serious  question  before  the  Church  is,  shall  we  sustain 
the  twenty-two  missionaries  we  have  in  the  mission  field,  or 
shall  we  abandon  one-half  of  them  ? 

To  sustain  them  all  in  their  present  work  we  must  have  at 
least  $4,000  at  our  disposal  for  appropriations. 

Your  Board  believes  that  when  this  most  important  alter- 
native is  placed  before  the  Diocese  our  people  will  sustain 
our  Missionaries  in  their  work. 

We  cannot  think  that  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  will 
consent  to  take  so  long  a  step  backwards  as  to  abandon  one- 
half  of  our  Missions. 

We  therefore- lay  before  the  Convention  the  following  Res- 
olutions, and  respectfully  recommend  their  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  it  is 
the  imperative  duty  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  sustain 
the  present  status  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  for  this  purpose  a  sum  equivalent  to  75 
cents  for  each  communicant  be  collected  from  each  Parish 
and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese,  to  be  raised  in  such 
manner  as  the  respective  Churches  and  Mission  Stations  may 
elect. 

Before  concluding  our  report  your  Board  would  express  its 
sense  of  the  loss  which  it  has  sustained  in  the  removal  by 
death  of  one  of  its  most  earnest,  active  and  useful  members. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Hanckel,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  from  its  organization,  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
has  lost  a  devoted  son,  whose  life  adorned  her  doctrines,  and 
whose  interest  in  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese  was  a  constant 
expression  of  the  zeal  and  love  he  bore  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Respectfully  submitted. 

The  first  resolution  was  adopted. 

After,  various  proposals  to  amend  the  second,  the  following 
substitute,  proposed  by  Mr.  London,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  apportion  to 
each  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  this  Diocese  such  a  sum  as  in  their 
opinion  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  Mission  work  of  the  Church 
in  this  State.  * 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gadsden, 

Resolved,  That  Rectors  be  requested  to  read  this  report  to  their  re- 
spective congregations. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  is  instructed 
to  publish  once  a  month,  in  the  Church  Messenger,  the  sums  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  from  each  Parish  and  Mission 
Station. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  P.  Smith, 

Resolved,  That  Diocesan  Missions  be  substituted  for  "American  Church 
Building  Fund,"  in  the  List  of  "  Special  Offerings,"  in  the  Journal. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams, 

Resolved,  That  all  Rectors  of  Parishes,  Missionaries,  and  Lay  Readers 
be  requested  to  read  to  their  various  congregations  the  monthly  state- 
ments of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  election  of  the  Board  of  Missions  being  ordered,  Rev. 
J.  D.  McCollough  declined  to  serve  any  longer,  and  nomi- 
nated Mr.  Wm.  H.  Parker  for  the  State  at  large  in  the  stead 
of  the  late  Mr.  John  Hanckel.  Mr.  John  Kershaw  was  nomi- 
nated for  the  State  at  large,  and  also  the  former  members  for 
the  Missionary  Districts,  and  the  Board  was  elected,  as  fol- 
lows :

Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  insert  among 

the  proceedings  of  yesterday  his  reasons  for  declining  to 

vote. 

The  Committee  on  Certificates  of  Deputies,  reported, 
through  their  Chairman,  Mr.  Benet,  that  Messrs.  J.  S.  Des- 
portes,  of  St.  John's,  Fairfield,  and  Wm.  Munro,  of  the  Church 
of  the  Nativity,  Union,  were  entitled  to  seats  as  Alternate 
Deputies.    Both  gentlemen  were  present. 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  in  Sections,  1,  2,3  and 
4  be  amended  by  the  insertion  of  the  word  White  before  the  words 
Clergymen  and  Laymen,  wherever  they  occur. 

Which  he  moved  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion,  this  action  was  reconsidered,  and  the  reference 
was  refused. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  presented  their  report  upon  the 
proposed  amendments  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel,  referred  to 
them  yesterday,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  considered  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canons  I.  and 
VIII.,  and  report  the  same  back  to  the  Convention  without 
recommendation. 

In  their  opinion  the  matter  touching  the  organization  of 
Convention  contained  in  this  amendment,  is  already  before 
the  Contention  in  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
on  page  37  of  Journal  of  1885,  (by  Mr.  R.  W.  Shand.) 

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  appears  to  your  Com- 
mittee to  apply  the  remedy  to  the  right  point,  viz:  The  Con- 
stitution, rather  than  the  Canons,  and  is  entitled  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention. 

o

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The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Convention  proceeded  to 
the  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  limitation  of  time  was  removed,  and  Mr.  Hanckel  en- 
tered upon  his  argument.  Before  he  had  concluded,  motion 
was  made  to  suspend  the  discussion  and  proceed  with  the 
regular  order  of  business,  which  was  adopted. 

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Trapier  and  Gadsden  appointed  Tellers  of  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  London  and  Holmes  of  that 
of  the  Laity. 

Mr.  C.  E.  R.  Drayton  nominated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier." 

"While  the  vote  was  being  counted  the  Standing  Committee 
presented  their  Annual  Report.    [See  Appendix  II.] 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  also  presented  their  Annual 
Reoort.    [See  Appendix  III.] 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported.  [See 
Appendix  IV.  C] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Report.  [See 
Appendix  IV.  B.],  and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were 
adopted,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  be  assessed  a  sum  equiva- 
lent to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  soul  reported. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifteen  cents  for  each  soul,  be  assess- 
ed upon  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Convention 
ior  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Bishop  retired,  calling  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  to  the 
Chair. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  submitted  to  the  Con- 
vention the  following  communication  : 

It  having  become  necessary  to  raise  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  to  add  to  the  corpus  of  the  present  Bishop's  per- 
manent fund,  in  order  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  expenses  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  ;  the  proceeds  of  the  present 
fund,  as  now  invested,  amounting  to  about  $3,200,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  Episcopate,  amounting  to  about  $4,300,  which 
leaves  $1,100  to  be  provided  every  year  ;  I  have  thought 
that  a  scheme  which  was  once  adopted,  soon  after  the  war, 
proposed  by  Col.  Palmer,  might  be  again  used,  with  beneficial 
effects. 
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He  induced  the  Convention  to  issue  coupon  bonds  for  any 
amount  which  a  person  might  desire  to  subscribe,  to  be  paid 
in  four  equal  annual  instalments.  The  result  of  this  was  the 
raising  of  a  very  large  amount  of  money,  which  was  sufficient 
to  pay  the  Bishop's  salary  and  expenses  in  full,  and  which 
has  enabled  me  to  pay  to  both  Bishops  their  full  salaries  of 
$4,000  per  annum,  without  fail;  also,  to  pay  Bishop  Davis' 
family  one  quarter's  salary,  $1,000,  after  his  death. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  same  plan  might  now  be  adopted, 
with  beneficial  effects. 

It  appears  to  me  that  there  ought  to  be  one  thousand,  or 
fifteen  hundred  persons,  in  the  Diocese  who  would  be  willing 
to  tax  themselves  to  the  amount  of  $6.25  a  year,  to  put  the 
Episcopate  out  of  the  reach  of  want,  and  enable  the  Diocese 
to  support  the  Bishop  in  a  manner  consistent  with  its  own 
dignity,  and  avoid  the  annual  assessment. 

This  amount,  if  all  were  paid,  would  amount  to  $25,000  in 
four  years  ;  and  if  all  were  not  paid,  still  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  would  be  raised. 

To  carry  out  this  scheme,  I  would  move,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  authorize  the  issue  of  a 
thousand  or  fifteen  hundred  coupon  notes,  for  value  received, 
for  $25,  each  payable  in  four  equal  yearly  instalments  of  $6.25. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  details  of  the  matter  be  submitted  to 
a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  to 
report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

This  paper  was  received,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three,  to  report  thereon  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. The  Chair  appointed  the  Committee,  to  consist  of 
Messrs.  Wm.  McBurney,  T,  D.  Jervey  and  H.  P.  Archer. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  following  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  elected  by  both  Orders,  to  wit:  Rev.  C.  C. 
Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  Rev.  Robert  Wilson, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  H.  Campbell,  Messrs.  Wm.  McBurney,  E. 
McCrady,  VV.  A.  Pringle,  A.  C.  Haskell,  C.  G.  Memminger  ; 
also,  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  elected  by  the  Clergy,  and 
Rev.  R.  S.  Trapier  by  the  Laity. 

There  being  a  non-concurrence  of  Orders,  a  ballot  was  or- 
dered for  one  clerical  member. 

The  Tellers  reported  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  elected  by  the  Clergy, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  by  the  Laity. 
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A  third  ballot  was  ordered,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  ap- 
pointed Teller,  vice  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  IV.  A.] 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  reported 
that  having  had  no  lime  to  consider  the  several  amendments 
proposed  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger  and  Barnwell,  they  re- 
spectfully ask  that  the  consideration  of  these  be  deferred  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  same  result  as  before,  viz  :  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter  elected  by  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  by 
the  Laity. 

A  fourth  ballot  was  taken  with  the  same  result. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented 
their  Report.    [See  appendix  V.] 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  declined  to  serve  longer  as  a  Trustee,  and 
nominated  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose.  Mr.  W.  C.  Benet  also 
declined  to  serve  as  Alternate,  and  nominated  Mr.  W.  C.  Mc- 
Gowan.  These  nominees,  together  with  former  Trustees  and 
Alternates,  were  elected,  to  wit : 

Trustees. — Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  and  Messrs.  C.  R. 
Miles  and  A.  S.  Smith,  Jr.,  and  Alternates,  Rev.  John  John- 
son, and  Messrs.  J.  R.  London  and  W.  C.  McGowan. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Smith,  Jr.,  was  also  elected  Treasurer. 
The  Bishop  resumed  the  Chair. 

A  fifth  ballot  was  ordered  for  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger,  Capers,  Edgerton, 
Hanckel,  Judd  and  Kershaw  were  severally  nominated.  Rev. 
Mr.  Capers  at  once  declined  to  serve. 

Tellers  reported  the  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  elected  by  the  Clergy  • 
Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  by  Laity. 

The  sixth  ballot  was  taken,  with  the  same  result. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  which  was  concurred  in  : 

Resolved,  That  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  is  hereby  altered  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 
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Article  XII. — Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

I.  No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed, 
nor  shall  any  entirely  new  Article  be  adopted,  unless  such 
alteration,  repeal  or  new  Article  be  proposed,  considered  and 
concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Convention,  and  adopted 
by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Con- 
vention. 

II.  In  all  cases  of  such  proposed  alteration,  or  repeal  and 
alteration  combined,  the  same  shall  be  in  the  following1  form  : 

Article  of  the  Constitution,  (or  Section  of  Article 

 ,)  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Another  ballot  being  ordered,  the  Rev.  Mr.  T rapier's  name 
was  withdrawn  by  his  friends. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held  at  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston. 

The  Tellers  reported  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  elected  by  the 
Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Edgerton  by  the  Laity. 

The  eighth  ballot  was  taken  and  no  election  by  the  Clergy  ; 
Rev.  Mr.  Edgerton  elected  by  the  Laity. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Wilson,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  returned  to 
the  Rector,  Vestry  and  ladies  of  St.  Luke's  Church  for 
their  courteous  and  kind  attentions  to  the  Convention. 

Two  more  ballots  were  had  with  the  same  result  as  the 
last. 

On  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  ballots  the  Tellers  reported 
the  Rev.  John  Kershaw  elected  by  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  E.  C. 
Edgerton  by  the  Laity. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  a  Committee  of  two  Clergy- 
men and  three  Laymen  be  appointed  to  propose  to  the  Con- 
vention a  name  on  which  they  might  agree.  The  Committee 
consisted  of  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney,  Rev.  Mr.  Stoney,and  Messrs. 
Cain,  Manning  and  Benet.  The  Committee  reported  the 
name  of  Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss,  who  was  thereupon  elected  in 
both  Orders. 

The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was 
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ordered,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Campbell  and  DuBose  appointed 
Tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Archer  and 
Godfrey  of  that  of  the  Laity.  These  reported  the  following 
elected  by  both  Orders  :  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney,  Rev.  E.  Capers, 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Messrs.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  E. 
McCrady,  C.  G.  Memminger.  Also,  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  and  Mr. 
H.  C.  Markley  by  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell  by  the 
Laity. 

Another  ballot  was  had  for  one  Clerical  and  one  Lay 
Deputy,  with  the  following  result  : 

Elected  by  the  Clergy,  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  and  Mr.  Markley- 
By  the  Laity,  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell  and  Mr.  Markley. 

On  the  third  ballot  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  was  elected  by  the 
Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell  by  the  Laity. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  thanking  his  friends  for  the  support  they 
had  given  him,  declined  to  be  voted  for  longer,  and  nomi- 
nated the  Rev.  John  Johnson. 

On  the  fourth  ballot  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  was  elected  by  the 
Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell  by  the  Laity. 

Another,  the  fifth  ballot,  was  had  with  the  same  result. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Rev. 
B.  F.  Allston,  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  and  Messrs.  Grimke  and 
London,  to  nominate  one  on  whom  the  Convention  might 
agree. 

The  Committee  on  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  Prayer 
Book,  reported  that  their  work  was  not  complete,  and  offered 
the  following  Resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  have  leave  to  complete  their  report, 
and  print  it  in  the  Journal  for  the  information  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Benet  submitted  the  following,  which  was  also 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  pro- 
posed additions  and  alterations  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
leave  its  delegation  to  the  General  Convention  uninstructed  in  this 
regard. 

An  invitation  from  the  Port  Society  to  attend  a  meeting  was 
received  and  thanks  returned. 
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The  Committee  to  nominate  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Con- 
vention reported  the  name  of  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw. 

A  ballot  being  taken,  the  Tellers  reported  the  Rev.  John 
Kershaw  elected  by  the  Clergy,  and  no  election  by  the  Laity. 

On  the  next  ballot,  the  Rev.  John  Johnson  was  elected  by 
both  Orders. 

An  election  for  Alternate  Deputies  was  ordered,  and  Rev. 
E.  C  Logan  and  Rev.  Mr.  DuBose  appointed  Tellers  for  the 
Clergy;  and  Messrs.  Archer  and  Godfrey  for  the  Laity.  The 
following  were  declared  elected  by  both  Orders,  viz:  Rev. 
W.  H.  Campbell,  Rev.  W.  H.  Hanckel,  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger, 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Archer  and  W.  H.  Parker.  Also,  by  the  Laity, 
Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  Charles  Sinkler  and  W. 
C.  Benet. 

Another  ballot  was  had  for  one  Clerical  and  two  Lay  Alter- 
nate Deputies,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  and  Messrs.  Sinkler  and 
Benet  declared  elected  by  both  Orders. 

It  was  moved  that  Convention,  after  the  reading  and  ap- 
proval of  the  minutes,  do  now  adjourn. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  Bishop  spake 
these 

CLOSING  WORDS  TO  NINETY-SIXTH  CONVENTION. 

We  have  come,  brethren,  to  the  close  of  a  laborious  and 
exciting  Convention.  Excitement,  more  or  less,  will  accom- 
pany our  deliberations  when  conscientious  convictions  meet 
and  oppose  one  another.  Sparks  will  be  emitted  when  flint 
and  steel  meet.  If  any  sparks  have  come  from  me  I  beg 
your  indulgence.  But,  passing  from  this,  let  me  suggest  that 
we  all  address  ourselves  in  the  ensuing  Convention  year  to 
thoughts  and  methods  of  unity  in  the  working  of  the  Diocese. 
No  one  can  regard  our  divisions  on  one  great  subject  with 
more  solicitation  than  the  Ecclesiastical  authority.  It  is  a 
genuine  conscientious  difference  as  to  what  we  ought  to  do, 
and  I  hope  God  will  lead  us  out  of  the  dark  into  the  light  ; 
but  if,  ultimately,  this  can  not  be,  if  no  common  ground  can 
be  found  for  united  action,  then  depend  upon  it  your  Bishop 
will  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  unity  of  the  Diocese. 
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May  God  bless  you,  my  dear  brethren,  and  return  you 
safely  to  your  homes.

APPENDIX  I. 

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


I  once  more  welcome  you,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  to  our  Diocesan  Convention — the  Ninety-Sixth.  May 
it  be  begun,  continued  and  ended  in  the  love  of  God  and  of 
one  another. 

In  noticing  changes  which  have  occurred  since  the  last 
Convention,  I  must  first  of  all,  speak  of  those  which  have 
come  about  in  obedience  to  the  call  to  go  up  higher.  The 
Rev.  Thomas  N.  Lucas  departed  this  life  on  the  9th  of  last 
March,  near  Greenville,  at  the  residence  of  his  brother-in-law, 
Mr.  Eubank.  Mr.  Lucas  had  been  for  many  years  Rector  of 
Claremont  Church,  Stateburg,  but  had  lately  resigned  that 
charge  from  ill  health.  He  was  born  in  Charleston,  in  18 16, 
and  was  educated  in  England,  being  a  graduate  of  St.  Peter's 
College,  Cambridge.  At  the  age  of  31,  Mr.  Lucas  entered 
the  ministry,  being  ordained  Deacon  on  the  19th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1847,  by  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  Priest,  by  the  same 
Bishop,  on  the  24th  of  December,  1848.  It  was  in  the 
purpose  of  Mr.  Lucas,  if  health  had  been  restored,  to  do 
missionary  work  in  a  small  chapel,  known  as  White  Horse 
Mission,  in  Greenville  County,  but  his  work  was  done,  and 
he  rests  near  the  beautiful  church  of  Stateburg,  of  which  he 
was  for  many  years  Rectjr. 

Two  more  names — names  familiar  for  a  long  time  past  to 
the  pages  of  our  journal — will  be  seen  there  no  more,  forever, 
Mr.  William  C.  Courtney  and  Mr.  John  Hanckel.  As  long 
as  I  have  been  associated  with  the  Diocese, and  that  is  a  con- 
tinuous period  of  forty-one  years,  these  two  brethren,  I  think, 
have  been  connected  in  one  way  or  another,  with  the  work  of 
the  diocese,  either  in  Convention  or  out  of  it.    Mr.  Courtney 
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was  our  treasurer  for  the  University  of  the  South,  on  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  Advancement  Society,  and  since  I 
have  been  in  the  Episcopate,  a  most  kind  and  efficient  adviser 
and  helper  in  money  matters.  Mr.  Hanckel  was  for  many 
years  a  delegate  to  this  Convention — the  chairman  of  its 
Committee  of  Finance,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Advancement  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions  :  and  in  all  ways  showed  the  deepest  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese.  Let  us  rest  assured  that  what 
these  brethren  did  for  Christ  and  his  Church,  will  not  be  found 
to  have  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord  when  He  comes  to  try  our 
work,  of  what  sort  it  is. 

Passing  outside  of  the  Diocese,  the  Church  at  large  laments 
the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Easton,  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida, 
and  the  Bishop  of  Missouri.  The  Bishop  of  Easton,  Dr. 
Henry  C.  Lay,  was  consecrated  Missionary  Bishop  of  Ar- 
kansas, October  23,  1859.  In  April,  1869,  he  was  transferred 
from  this  Missionary  jurisdiction  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton, 
and  died  September  17,  1885.  Bishop  Lay  wielded  a  very 
facile  pen,  which  did  good  service  in  expounding  and  recom- 
mending primitive  truth  and  apostolic  order.  During  the 
war,  being  compelled  to  leave  his  Missionary  jurisdiction,  he 
became  a  Chaplain  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and  I  feel  quite 
sure,  from  what  1  have  heard,  that  in  that  capacity  he  strength- 
ened many  in  their  purpose  to  follow  Christ.  For  myself,  I 
remember  a  very  pleasant  visit  he  paid  to  us, of  Charleston,  in 
the  heat  of  the  war.  At  the  close  of  the  war  Bishop  Lay, 
with  others,  was  instrumental  in  re-establishing  the  union  of 
the  Dioceses.  The  result  of  the  contest  between  the  States 
determined  those  States  to  be  one  nation,  and  therefore,  in 
accordance  with  our  ecclesiastical  traditions,  all  our  Dioceses 
to  be  one  National  Church  ;  hence  the  action  of  our  Church 
in  the  Confederate  States  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  But 
the  good  Bishop  of  Easton  is  at  rest  now  "  where  there  is  no 
more  sea  ;,;  "  for  he  looked  for  a  city  which  hath  foundations, 
whose  builder  and  maker  is  God." 

Dr.  John  Freeman  Young,  the  second  Bishop  of  Florida, 
was  consecrated  July  25,  1867,  and  died  November  15,  1885. 
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The  Diocese  of  Florida,  a  large  and  difficult  Diocese  to  super- 
vise, fully  taxed  its  Bishop's  strength.  To  this  was  added 
the  Mission  in  Cuba.  But  in  no  part  of  the  South  has  our 
Church  extended  and  strengthened  itself  more  than  in  Florida 
under  the  administration  of  Bishop  Young.  Among  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  Bishop  was  a  knowledge  of  Liturgies, 
derived  from  extended  study,  also  of  sacred  music  and  of 
Church  architecture.  May  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
strengthen  the  hands  and  the  heart  of  his  successor.  Thus 
we  pass,  one  by  one,  within  the  veil,  and  others  take  up  our 
work  and  follow  after. 

On  the  1st  of  May  of  the  present  year  died  Dr.  Charles 
Franklin  Robertson,  second  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mis- 
souri. He  was  consecrated  October  25,  1868.  His  Episco- 
pate, well  nigh  eighteen  years,  has  been  a  very  active  and 
laborious  one  in  a  Diocese  coterminous  with  the  boundaries 
of  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  area  of  which  is  something  over 
sixty -seven  thousand  square  miles.  But  this  was  the  smallest 
of  his  burdens  probably.  He  was  called  home  on  St.  Philip 
and  St.  James'  day,  and  obeyed  the  summons  no  doubt  in  the 
spirit  of  the  collect  for  that  day.  "  O  Almighty  God,  Whom 
truly  to  know  is  everlasting  life  ;  grant  us  perfectly  to  know 
Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  be  the  way,  the  truth,  the  life;  that 
following  the  steps  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  St.  Philip  and  St. 
James,  we  may  steadfastly  walk  in  the  way  that  leadeth  to 
eternal  life."  And  so  eternal  life  in  us  grows  more  and 
more,  until  it  finds  its  pleroma  in  the  perfect  Day. 

I  pass  on  to  changes  within  our  Diocese  during  the  past 
year,  both  as  to  Parishes  and  Clergymen. 

Parish  Changes.  Rev.  Benj.  Allston  has  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  Prince  George,  Winyah  and  is  Rector  of  Prince 
Frederick,  Pee  Dee.  The  Church  at  Georgetown  is  at  present 
vacant,  but  services  are  maintained  by  a  licensed  lay  reader, 
Mr.  L.  F.  Walker. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  has  resigned  St.  Mark's,  Charleston. 
This  parish  is  virtually  vacant,  it  being  impossible  for  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter,  Rector,  to  do  more  than  give  partial  oversight. 
Services  are  maintained  by  the  licensed  lay  reader,  Mr.  E.  N. 
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Rollings,  and  the  Sunday-school  by  Mr.  Richard  Birnie. 
Rev.  W.  F.  Dickinson,  M.  D.,  has  resigned  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Spartanburg,  and  the  Rev.  Frank  A.  Meade  has 
been  elected  Rector  and  taken  charge. 

Rev.  Francis  D.  Lee  has  resigned  Zion  and  St.  John's 
churches,  Richland,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  has  accepted 
the  rectorship.  Rev.  Edward  T.  Walker  has  resigned  charge 
of  the  churches  at  Edgefield  and  Kaolin,  and  become  Rector 
of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis.  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  has 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union, 
and  Rev.  McNeely  Dubose  has  been  elected  in  his  room. 
Mr.  McCollough's  rectorship  extended  ovei  a  period,  I  believe, 
of  more  than  twenty-five  years,  and  the  tie  that  bound  him  to 
this  parish  and  the  parish  to  him  was  sundered  with  mutual 
regret.  A  resident  Rector  was  needed  who  could  give  his 
time  to  the  congregation.  My  good  brother  saw  this  neces- 
sity for  the  parish  of  the  Nativity,  and,  ever  self-sacrificing 
when  the  Church  calls  for  it,  relinquished  his  old  charge  to 
younger  hands  and  confines  himself  to  the  work  of  a  mission- 
ary. Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  has  resigned  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  Upper  St.  John's,  and  that  Parish  is  now  vacant ; 
lay  reading  is  regularly  maintained,  however,  and  is  well 
attended. 

Lower  St.  John's  Berkeley  and  Middle  St.  John's,  for  some 
considerable  time  without  a  resident  Clergymen,  have  united, 
and  there  is  now  every  reason  to  expect  a  resident  minister. 
Lav  reading  in  these  parishes  is  also  maintained. 

Letters  Dimissory. — "June  23,  1885,  accepted  letter  dimis- 
sory  from  the  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  transferring  the  Rev. 
H.  J.  Broadwell,  Presbyter,  to  this  Diocese."  "  June  26,  1885, 
gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Lee,  Presbyter,  trans- 
ferring him  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or 
Maryland."  "July  15,  1885,  accepted  letter  dimissory  from 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 
transferring  the  Rev.  John  Gass,  Presbyter,  to  this  Diocese." 
"  October  12,  1885,  gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  Thomas 
G.  Harper,  Deacon,  transferring  him  on  request  of  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  of  Diocese  of  Northern  New  Jersey  to  that 
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Jurisdiction.  Letter  accepted."  "  November  4,  1  885,  accepted 
letter  dimissory,  transferring  the  Rev.  Gilbert  A.  Ottmann, 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  to  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina."  "  December  30,  1885,  gave  letter  dimis- 
sory, transferring  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop,  Presbyter,  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Ac- 
cepted February  15,  1886."  ''April  9,  1886,  accepted  letter 
dimissory,  transferring  the  Rev.  Frank  A  Meade,  Presbyter  of 
the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia,  to  this  Diocese." 

The  changes,  therefore,  during  the  past  year  among  the 
Clergy  by  letters  of  transfer  have  been  seven  :  four  coming 
into  the  Diocese,  and  three  leaving;  and  I  have  copied  the 
original  entries  from  the  Episcopal  Register,  in  order  that 
members  of  the  Convention  may  see  how  Clergymen  moving 
from  one  Diocese  to  another  gain  Canonical  connection  with 
the  Diocese  into  which  they  move.  I  beg  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  laity  especially  to  the  explanation  I  am  about  to 
make.  How  can  a  clergyman  of  other  Dioceses  acquire  Ca- 
nonical connection  with  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  ?  The 
invitation  of  one  of  our  parishes  does  not  give  it  to  him.  He 
must  bring  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese 
from  whence  he  comes  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this 
Diocese  what  is  termed  a  "  Letter  Dimissory,"  certifying  that 
A.  B.,  who  bears  the  letter,  is  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon  "  in  reg- 
ular standing,  and  has  not  been  justly  liable  to  evil  report  for 
error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life  for  three  years  last 
past."  But  this  letter  does  not  of  itself  give  the  bearer  Ca- 
nonical connection  with  us;  it  must  first  be  presented  accord- 
ing to  its  address  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Dio- 
cese, and  this  Authority  must  accept  said  letter,  and  so  record 
under  date  of  day,  month  and  year,  and  then  notify  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  from  whence  the  letter  issues,  of  its  acceptance, 
and  thereupon,  and  not  before,  the  Clergyman  presenting  the 
Letter  Dimi-ssory,  acquires  Canonical  residence  with  us,  which 
he  retains,  even  though  actually  living  out  of  the  Diocese — as 
for  instance,  our  theological  professor  at  Sewanee — and  until 
he  canonically  remove  from  us  in  the  same  way  that  he  came. 
I  may  have  been  somewhat  prolix  on  this  point,  but  not  need- 
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Jessly  so,  if  it  suggests  to  those  of  you  not  familiar  with  our 
Canons,  how  Clergymen  from  other  Dioceses  may  become 
canonically  resident  in  this.  One  further  matter  before  I 
leave  this  portion  of  my  address.  I  have  spoken  of  lay  read- 
ing. It  is  very  important  as  the  only  means  of  maintaining 
public  worship  in  some  of  our  once  wealthy,  but  now  impov- 
erished and  thinly-settled  parishes  near  the  seacoast.  These 
parishes  have  not  the  money  to  support  settled  Clergymen ; 
and  if  they  have,  we  have  not  the  Clergymen.  Lay  reading 
must  be  maintained,  or  your  children  in  some  parts  of  this 
State  will  grow  up  and  not  know  the  meaning  of  public  wor- 
ship. I  am  not  speaking  rhetorically,  but  whereof  I  do  know. 
It  is  of  your  children  that  I  am  thinking  just  now,  and  par- 
ticularly of  those  little  ones  of  whom  it  said,  "  Of  such  is  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven."  How  shall  they  be  brought  to  Christ 
in  Holy  Baptism  ?  The  Clergyman  is  far  away!  What  shall 
be  done?  I  will  tell  you  what  is  done.  Your  children,  in 
many  cases,  are  growing  up  unbaptized.  I  will  gladly  do 
what  I  can  at  my  visitations,  but  the  mothers  of  these  chil- 
dren, if  the  fathers  will  not,  should  see  to  it.  You  cannot  shake 
off  your  responsibility.  And  herein  I  give  my  advice,  well 
weighing  what  I  say.  Where  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church 
can  be  had,  let  him,  by  all  means,  baptize  the  children.  If 
one  cannot  be  had,  then  bring  your  children  to  be  baptized  by 
the  lay  reader. 

Two  things  chiefly  concern  the  validity  of  this  Sacrament 
— the  proper  formula  and  the  element  of  water.  The  for- 
mula was  given  by  our  Lord  Himself — "Baptising  them  into 
the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost."  And  the  application  of  the  element  of  water  is, 
under  our  rubrics,  by  dipping  or  by  pouring.  I  should  be 
glad  if  these  words  of  mine  might  reach  the  ears,  and  better 
still,  the  hearts  of  some  of  the  parents  in  almost  deserted 
parishes.  In  this  connection  let  me  quote  one  of  our  forgot- 
ten rubrics  :  "  The  minister  of  every  parish  shall  often  ad- 
monish the  people  that  they  defer  not  the  baptism  of  their 
children  longer  than  the  first  or  second  Sunday  after  their 
birth,  or  other  Holy  Day  falling  between,  unless  upon  a 
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great  and  reasonable  cause."  (Vid.  rubric  at  private  bap- 
tism.) 

I  pass  on  to  Ordinations.  August  21,  1885,  at  a  special 
Ordination  held  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  and  by 
request  of  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  I  admitted  to  the 
priesthood  William  Hall  Moreland,  Deacon.  On  this  occa- 
sion I  preached.  The  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  presented  the 
candidate,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Johnson,  Green,  Memminger 
and  Dr.  Porter  assisted  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

September  20,  1885,  at  a  Stated  Ordination,  being  Sunday 
after  Ember  Week,  and  in  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock 
Hill,  I  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  Alexander  R. 
Mitchell  and  Andrew  E.  Cornish.  Both  candidates  were 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Porter.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gass 
preached,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Joyner  and  Barnwell  were 
present.  Mr.  Mitchell  is  in  Columbia,  at  the  newly  organized 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  prospects  of  which  are 
quite  encouraging.  At  a  visitation  to  this  Church  I  confirmed 
a  class  of  fifteen  last  March.  Mr.  Cornish  is  associated  with 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Barnwell.  Together  these  two,  the  Priest  and 
Deacon,  hold  services  at  Barnwell  C.  H.,  Kaolin,  Langley, 
Graniteville,  Trenton,  Edgefield  C.  H.  and  Ridge  Spring.  Mr. 
Barnwell  resides  at  Barnwell  C.  H.,  Mr.  Cornish  at  Granite- 
ville. It  is  my  great  desire  to  add  another  Clergyman  to 
this  work  as  soon  as  possible,  for  it  is  over-extended  for  only 
two.  At  Graniteville,  a  very  neat  and  thoroughly  built 
Church  has  been  erected,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,000,  through 
the  exertions  of  Mr.  Barnwell — the  lot  on  which  it  stands 
being  given  by  the  Graniteville  Company.  The  Church  is 
waiting  consecration,  which  will  be  given  "  when  all  things 
are  ready." 

December  16,  at  a  Stated  Ordination  in  Ember  Week  and 
in  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union,  I  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  Deacon.  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner 
preached  the  sermon  on  this  occasion.  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough 
presented  the  candidate,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  McCollough,  Han- 
ckel,  Joyner  and  Gass  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

On  the  Sunday  immediately  following  his  ordination  to  the 
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Priesthood,  Mr.  DuBose  was  instituted  Rector  of  the  Church 
of  the  Nativity  by  the  retiring  Rector,  Mr.  McCollough.  The 
service  was  one  of  mingled  joy  and  sorrow  ;  joy  at  the  in- 
creasing strength  of  the  Church  and  sorrow  upon  the  thought 
that  old  relations  of  pastor  and  flock  had  come  to  an  end. 
May  God  give  the  new  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity 
a  useful  and  happy  ministry  there.

Confirmations,  383. 

Offerings  at  Visitations. — These  formerly  have  furnished  a 
contingent  fund  to  be  used  in  behalf  of  the  Diocese  at  my 
discretion,  more  particularly  in  the  matter  of  theological  edu- 
cation. But  during  the  past  year  the  bulk  of  these  visitation 
offerings  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions,  and  in  several  cases  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Rector  for  parish  purposes.  I  have,  therefore,  no  report  of 
any  contingent  fund  to  make,  and  its  expenditure,  unless  it 
be  of  one  hundred  dollars  from  a  lady  in  New  York,  and  of 
fifty-eight  dollars  received  and  retained  by  me  of  the  offer- 
ings from  the  Churches  in  Georgetown  County.  I  beg  again 
to  impress  it  upon  the  Convention  that  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions  especially  needs  their  support  above  all  other  agen- 
cies outside  of  the  parish.  Unless  it  shall  be  better  supported 
than  during  the  past  year,  some  of  its  work  must  be  sus- 
pended. I  look  forward  to  the  coming  missionary  year  with 
apprehension,  for  reasons  which  will  appear  in  reports. 

In  this  connection  a  word  on  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in 
Missions.  Probaby  not  many  are  aware  to  what  I  refer,  so 
let  me  explain  a  little.  We  have  a  general  Board  of  Mis- 
sions representing  the  entire  mission  work  of  our  whole 
Church,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  the  purpose  is,  as  far 
as  can  be  done,  to  enlist  in  its  service  the  co-operation  of  the 
women  of  our  Church. 

This,  then,  is  the  purpose  of  the  organization  of  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary — to  aid  our  General  Board  in  all  its  depart- 
ments, whether  in  the  Diocese,  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction, 
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or  the  Foreign  field — if  any  place  is  foreign  to  the  Church, 
where  Christ  is  to  be  preached.  The  Auxiliary,  then,  is  co- 
extensive with  the  Missionary  work  of  our  Church,  and 
brings  to  its  aid  the  united  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church,  in  a  very  complete  and  perfect  organization, 
having  a  general  Secretary  at  the  Bible  House,  New  York, 
the  headquarters  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  extending  to 
Dioceses  and  Parishes. 

The  Organization  is  not  a  charitable  one,  but,  as  I  have  said, 
an  assistant  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church.  'At  my 
invitation  a  year  ago,  Miss  Emery,  the  General  Secretary, 
visited  us  and  organized  a  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Auxiliary 
which  has  entered  vigorously  upon  its  work.  The  Secretary 
of  the  diocesan  branch  writes  me  that  the  Auxiliary  has  been 
organized  in  seventeen  of  the  parishes — that  the  value  of  con- 
tributions and  work  is  over  fifteen  hundred  dollars — that  the 
Easter  boxes  were  very  substantial,  and  the  cordial  and  united 
action  of  members  encouraging.  A  full  report  will  be  found 
printed  in  the  Messenger "of  April  1st  of  this  year.  I  beg  to 
commend  this  very  important  and  helpful  association  to  the 
attention  and  acquaintance  of  the  Church  women  in  our 
Diocese. 

There  are  several  points  of  interest  in  connection  with  the 
assembling  of  our  General  Convention  next  October,  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  upon  which  I  might  address  you,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  the  enrichment  and  flexible  use  of  the 
Prayer-Book,  as  suggested  by  the  Book  Annexed  and  modi- 
fied by  the  action  of  the  General  Convention  of  1883  ;  but  I 
will  not  detain  you  here,  as  I  presume  there  will  be  a  report 
from  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  this  subject.  Nor 
will  I  take  up  your  time  by  any  reference  to  other  matters 
which  may  engage  the  attention  of  the  great  Council  of  our 
Church,  but  hasten  to  bring  this  address  to  a  close  by  a  single 
reference,  and  a  few  remarks  thereon. 

There  has  been  within  the  past  year,  as  you  know,  if  you 
have  kept  pace  with  current  events  within  our  Church,  some- 
thing of  a  new  departure  in  the  way  of  what  is  called  "mis- 
sions," more  familiar  to  us  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  under 
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the  name  of  "  revivals.'''  After  many  weeks  of  earnest  prepa- 
ration and  prayer,  and  when  Advent  season  had  fully  come, 
many  churches  in  our  sister  Diocese  of  New  York  were 
opened  day  and  night,  and  at  early  morning,  tor  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word,  both  by  our  native  clergy  and  by  "  mis- 
sion ers  "  from  abroad.  Trinity  Church,  at  the  head  of  Wall 
street,  was  thronged,  and  more  than  thronged,  with  business 
men  at  midday.  From  New  York,  as  from  the  heart  of  our 
Church,  the  impulse  has  gone  to  other  dioceses,  and  services 
of  a  kindred  character  have  been  held,  both  in  the  South  and 
West;  and  it  is  said,  on  high  authority,  that  "  missions"  thus 
inaugurated  in  the  Episcopal  Church  have  come  to  stay.  If 
so,  we  of  this  old  conservative  Diocese  will,  in  due  time,  feel 
the  new  departure;  and  it  is  just  here  that  I  wish  to  utter  a 
word  of  caution,  particularly  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy. 
Because  a  "  mission,"  or  using  the  American  word, a  "  revival," 
serves  a  good  purpose  in  New  York  or  London — crowded 
cities — is  it  adapted,  all  things  considered,  to  us  of  Southern 
Dioceses?  Is  not  the  emotional  in  religion  with  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  people  in  this  State  precisely  what  has  to 
be  watched  ?  Is  it  not  to  be  feared  that  the  extraordinary 
has  already  encroached  too  much  upon  the  ordinary  in  re- 
ligion ?  I  mean  this,  that  too  frequently  men  look  to  "  revi- 
vals "  to  inaugurate  the  Christian  life,  and,  to  a  certain  extent, 
disparage  to  that  end  the  ordinary  means  of  grace  and  sacra- 
ments. Now  we  must  be  careful  here.  In  its  right  place  I 
can  conceive  of  a  "  mission"  doing  grea*t  and  permanent 
good.  It  is  an  alarum  sounding  in  men's  ears  to  awaken  them 
to  eternity,  and  to  God,  and  to  sin.  It  is  a  tocsin  ringing  out 
in  the  night  time,  "  Awake,  thou  that  sleepest  and  arise  from 
the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give  thee  light."  And  regarded 
simply  as  an  awakening,  we  must  all  feel,  I  think,  great  sym- 
pathy with  the  "  mission."  Who  of  us,  when  we  see  men's 
indifference,  do  not  say  in  our  hearts  oftentimes,  O  that  God 
would  rend  the  heavens  and  let  men  see  what  is  beyond  the 
veil.  "  Raise  up,  we  pray  Thee,  Thy  Power,  and  come  among 
us  and  with  great  might  succor  us  who  are  sore  let  and 
hindered  in  running  the  race  that  is  set  before  us."  But  I 
beg  you  to  observe  that  the  danger  is,  that  the  "  mission  " 
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may  not  be  be  content  to  be  an  awakening  only.  Its  tendency, 
unless  watched,  will  be  to  run  into  the  popular  conception  of 
conversion,  or  "  getting  religion,"  as  we  hear  it  phrased  some- 
times ;  or,  as  said  by  a  learned  divine,  "justification  by  feel- 
ing ;  "  and  to  that  extent  it  will  be  contradictory,  in  my  judg- 
ment, to  the  teaching  of  our  Anglican  Church.  As  has  been 
well  said  by  a  living- writer  in  the  Church  of  England,  "the 
difference  between  Judaism  and  Christianity  is  the  difference 
between  a  religion  of  types  and  a  sacramental  religion."  Juda- 
ism was  the  shadow  and  the  promise  of  good  things  to  come. 
Christianity  is  the  presence  of  good  things  themselves,  but 
under  veils.  That  is,  we  are  baptized  with  water,  by  the 
Spirit,  into  Christ,  and  this  is  the  birth  from  above.  Again, 
in  Holy  Communion,  we  feed  upon  Christ,  not  typically,  but 
sacramentally,  that  is  really  and  truly,  but  under  the  veil  of 
an  outward  and  visible  sign.  The  celestial  life  in  us,  which 
is  our  new  life,  is  not  a  purely  ethical  life,  but  it  is  Christ's 
humanity — the  second  Adam — imparted  to  us,  and  afterward 
an  ethical  life,  because  crowned  by  the  Holy  Spirit  according 
to  the  saying  of  Augustine,  Dona  sua  coronat  Dens.  First, 
Christ's  celestial  humanity  in  us  by  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and 
then,  second,  by  the  same  Spirit,  our  passage  from  sin  to 
righteousness,  and  last,  our  resurrection.  "  Baptism,"  says 
our  Church  Catechism,  "  wherein  I  was  made  a  member  of 
Christ,  a  child  of  God,  and  an  inheritor  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven."  This  is  God's  gift  to  us,  which  prevents,  that  is, 
goes  before  God's  other  gifts,  and  there  is  need  that  it  be 
stirred  up;  as  St.  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  of  the  gift  of  ordina- 
tion, "  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  stir  up  the  gift 
of  God  which  is  in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands." 
Now,  when  the  "  mission,"  or  "  revival,"  confines  itself  by 
legitimate  methods  to  stirring  up  in  us  the  gifts  which  we 
already  have,  it  is  doing,  it  seems  to  me,  a  legitimate  work. 
But  when  it  ignores  antecedent  gifts,  and  perhaps  denies  or 
decries  them,  and  makes  the  Christ-life  in  us  take  its  starting 
point  from  our  own  sensible  experience  and  the  power  of  the 
preacher,  then,  in  the  long  run,  the  "  mission  "  will  be  a  dis- 
aster to  the  Church,  breeding,  what  it  was  intended  to  destroy, 
indifference  and  unbelief. 
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We  cannot  pass  by  or  throw  into  the  shade  any  portion  of 
the  truth  of  God,  except  we  suffer  for  it,  and  if  it  be  a  truth  of 
God,  as  nineteen-twentieths  of  the  Christian  world  on  the 
authority  of  Holy  Scripture  affirm  it  to  be,  that  we  are  "  born 
again  of  water  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  then  to  substitute  in 
its  room  a  subjective  experience  merely,  and  call  it  the  new 
birth,  seems  to  me  to  be  rationalistic.  We  must  find  a  deeper 
and  firmer  ground  than  feeling  for  God's  primary  gifts  to  rest 
on.  In  the  nature  of  the  case  these  primary  gifts  of  God  are 
sovereign,  and  do  not  call  for  our  co-operation  even.  They 
are  for  a  time  simply  potential,  like  reason  and  conscience  in 
a  babe,  lying  underneath  feeling  and  consciousness — otherwise 
it  were  hard  to  see  how  little  children  could  be  "  born  again." 
And  hence  we  bless  God's  Holy  Name,  that  His  Grace  in 
Christ,  running  far  below  the  currents  of  conscious  life,  as  in 
infant  baptism,  for  example,  like  some  undertow  beneath  the 
surface-tides  of  the  ocean,  embraces  in  its  divine  scope  all  ages, 
as  well  as  all  classes. 

The  drift  of  these  remarks,  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  runs 
in  this  direction  :  Our  work,  our  main  work,  as  the  stewards 
of  God,  must  lie  in  the  Parish  pulpits  :  at  the  Baptismal  font : 
at  the  Lord's  table  :  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick  :  at  the  chancel 
in  catechising  children  and  in  the  confirmation  class :  and 
then,  if  in  consistency  with  all  of  this,  and  a  reinforcement  to 
it,  for  our  temptation  is  to  fall  into  routine,  an  Apollos  who 
is  an  eloquent  man  and  mighty  in  the  Scriptures,  comes  and 
reasons  of  righteousness,  temperance  and  judgment,  strength- 
ening some,  and  arousing  others,  who  having  eyes  see  not, 
and  having  ears  hear  not,  not  contradicting,  but  driving  home 
the  truths  as  taught  by  the  Church  and  the  Parish  Clergyman, 
then,  in  such  case,  receive  him,  and  bid  him  God  speed,  but 
not  otherwise. 

And  now  brethren  of  the  Ninety-Sixth  Convention,  I  com- 
mend you  to  God  in  the  work  which  has  been  given  you  to 
do.  May  He  save  us  from  all  error,  ignorance,  pride  and 
prejudice,  and  be  pleased  to  direct  and  prosper  all  our  consul- 
tations to  His  glory,  and  to  the  safety,  honor  and  welfare  of 
this  Diocese.  Amen.

reflection  upon  the  Convention,  or  its  proceedings." 

I  was  very  glad  to  receive  such  an  official  assurance,  be- 
cause whatever  might  be  the  logic  of  the  Committee's  action, 
in  re-electing  two  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  who 
had  received  from  the  Secretary  certificates  of  election  by 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  it  was  nevertheless  not  in  the 
purpose,  or  in  the  understanding  of  the  Committee,  by  so 
doing,  to  cast  a  cloud  upon  the  organization  of  the  Ninety- 
Fifth  Convention,  or  in  any  way  to  call  it  in  question.

Mr.  Sams.  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion. 

February  10.  Holy  Cross,  Bluffton.  At  Morning  Prayer,  preached  and 
administered  Holy  Communion. 

February  12.  Mission,  at  Hardeeville.  Catechised  children  of  the 
Sunday-school,  preached,  and  administered  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  Rev.  Mr.  Sams,  Missionary  on  the  Sea-coast, 
has  charge  also  of  the  Mission  in  St.  Peter's,  which  I  could 
not  well  reach  at  this  time.  He  labors  assiduously  in  a 
somewhat  discouraging  field. 

February  14.  Sunday.  All  Saints,  Yemassee.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Bel- 
linger, said  Morning  Prayer.  I  preached,  confirmed  seven 
persons,  and  made  a  brief  address,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  visited  a  school  for  colored 
children,  and  made  an  address.  The  school  building  has 
been  put  up  by  Mrs.  John  Screven,  at  a  cost  of  a  thousand 
dollars  and  more,  and  who  herself  teaches  in  the  school. 
The  school  will  be  followed  in  due  time  by  a  neat  church- 
building,  if  the  future  smiles  upon  and  invites  the  work. 

February  21.  Sunday.  St.  Jude's,  AValterboro.  Catechised  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Sunday-school,  and,  at  Morning  Prayer,  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. In  the  afternoon,  preached  to  a  congregation  of 
colored  persons.  And  at  night,  in  St.  Jude's,  preached 
again.  My  good  brother,  in  spite  of  decreased  sight  and 
increasing  years,  continues  as  aforetime,  "  fervent  in  spirit, 
serving  the  Lord." 
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February  25.    Officiated  at  a  marriage  in  Summerville. 

February  28.  Sunday.  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At  Morning 
Prayer,  I  preached  and  confiruied  fifteen  persons,  and 
briefly  addressed  them,  and  afterwards  celebrated  the 
Communion.  At  night,  preached  in  Calvary  Church,  and 
confirmed  seven  persons. 

March  1.    Met  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Advancement  Society. 

March  7.  In  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  after  Morning  Prayer,  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  sixteen  persons,  and  administered  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  in  a  private  house,  con- 
firmed a  sick  person,  and  administered  the  Communion. 
At  night,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell  in  charge,  preached,  and  confirmed  fifteen  per- 
sons, and  briefly  addressed  them.  The  work  here  is  quite 
promising.  The  congregation  of  the  Good  Shepherd  is 
about  to  organize  a  church.    May  God  prosper  them. 

March  10.  Ash  Wednesday.  St.  Luke's  Columbia.  At  Morning 
Prayer,  I  preached  ;  and  at  night  of  the  same  day,  and  in 
same  Church,  I  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  addressed 
them. 

March  14.  First  Sunday  in  Lent.  St.  Thaddseus,  Aiken.  At  Morning 
Prayer,  preached,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion  ;  and  at  night,  in  the  Mission  at 
Graniteville,  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  Gran- 
iteville  will  hardly  ever  become  a  self-sustaining  Parish, 
but  must  remain  a  Mission,  dependent  upon  the  Diocese, 
but  even  so,  it  will  fulfil  the  command  of  the  Lord,  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  recognize  the  consecration  of  spirit  in  my  young  breth- 
ren in  charge  of  this  Mission. 

March  20.    Chapel  of  the  Redeemer,  in  St.  Stephen's  Parish.    Rev.  Mr. 

Welch  said  Prayers,  after  which  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
two  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

March  21.  Second  Sunday  in  Lent.  St.  Stephen's  Church,  St.  Ste- 
phen's Parish.  At  Morning  Prayer,  by  Missionary,  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  in  same  Church,  preached 
again. 

March  22.  Received  notice  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  of  the  call  of  Rev.  F. 
K.  Meade  as  Rector  of  that  Church,  and  of  his  acceptance 
of  the  call. 

March  22.  Approved  the  re-organization  of  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield, 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  Diocese  under  Canon  III.  Also, 
that  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  under 
the  same  Diocesan  Canon,  should  organize  as  a  Church, 
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March  28.    Prince  George,  Winyah.    At  Morning  Prayer,  by  the  Rev. 

Benj.  Allston,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  baptized 
three  children,  and  at  night  preached.  This  old  Parish  is 
without  a  Rector,  and,  from  present  appearances,  I  fear  it 
will  remain  so  for  some  time  to  come.  Mr.  Walker  has 
been  licensed  as  a  Lay  Reader,  and  serves  most  accepta- 
bly ;  but  this  cannot  relieve  the  responsibility  to  the  Par- 
ish and  to  God  in  the  matter  of  securing  the  services  of  a 
Clergyman.  My  impression  is  that  the  pecuniary  ability 
of  this  Parish  to  pay  a  living  salary  is  underrated. 

March  29.  All  Saints,  Waccamaw.  At  the  plantation  of  Brook  Green 
I  preached  to  a  congregation  of  colored  people,  the  Rector, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  conducting  the  service. 

March  30.  At  the  Parish  Church,  Rev.  Messrs.  Jones  and  Allston  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons, and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  In  spite  of  the 
rainy  weather  the  congregation  was  large.  In  the  after- 
noon confirmed  in  private  an  invalid.  I  remark  here  that 
four-fifths  of  the  Rector's  salary  is  paid  by  one  person,  not 
at  present  in  the  parish.  May  God  reward  her  for  thus 
devising  liberal  things  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  public 
worship  in  this  Parish. 

April  2.    Prince  Frtderick's,  Pee  Dee.    Chapel  at  Plantersville.  Rev. 

Mr.  Allston,  Rector,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  of  Wacca- 
maw, said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Communion. 

April  3.  St.  Peter's  Mission  for  Whites.  At  Morning  Prayer  I  preached 
and  administered  Holy  Communion.  This  Mission  is 
about  five  miles  from  Plantersville,  and  has  a  Day  School 
and  a  Sunday  School  attached  to  it,  the  latter  taught  by 
ladies  from  Plantersville.  May  God  prosper  thegood  work. 

April  4.  Sunday.  At  the  Parish  Church  preached  ami  confirmed  one 
person,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  being  assisted 
in  the  services  by  the  Rector  and  the  Rector  of  All 
Saints,  Waccamaw.  In  the  afternoon,  preached  to  a  large 
congregation  of  colored  people  in  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel, 
and  after  service  met  the  Sunday  School  of  colored  chil- 
dren, taught  by  Miss  Tucker  and  other  ladies.  The  school 
numbers  about  one  hundred,  and  showed  painstaking  in- 
struction. Not  until  our  own  people  engage  in  this  work 
as  of  old,  shall  we  do  much  for  the  Africa  at  our  doors. 
May  God  hasten  this  day  in  His  own  good  time. 
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April  7.  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee.  Eev.  Mr.  Allston  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  With  this  service,  my  Rev.  Brother  and  I 
parted,  after  having  been  together  for  nearly  two  weeks  in 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  much  to  my  assistance.  God 
help  him  in  his  -work. 

April  9.  Accepted  Letter  Dirnissory,  transferring  Rev.  Frank  A.  Meade, 
Presbyter,  from  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia  to  this  Dio- 
cese. Rev.  Mr.  Meade  is  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ad- 
vent, Spartanburg. 

April  11.  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  the  morning,  at  St.  Paul's,  Rad- 
clifFeboro,  preached,  and  confirmed  eighteen  persons  ;  and 
at  night,  in  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  preached,  and  confirmed 
seventeen  persons. 

April  12.    Met  Board  of  Managers  of  Advancement  Society. 

April  14.    United  Lenten  Service  at  Grace  Church,  preached. 

April  18.  Palm  Sunday.  Holy  Cross,  Stateburg.  Morning  Prayer,  by 
the  Rector,  Rev.  John  Kershaw.  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed eleven  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
At  night  of  Palm  Sunday,  and  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Sumter,  I  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons, 

April  19.  Monday  in  Holy  Week.  Mission  for  colored  people  at 
Bloomhill,  Sumter  County.  Rev.  Messrs.  Babbitt  and  Ker- 
shaw said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  eight  persons, 
and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  At  this  point  a  lot  lias 
been  given  for  a  chapel,  by  Mr.  Richard  Manning,  and  the 
prospects  for  the  Mission  seem  to  be  encouraging. 

April  20.  Tuesday  in  Holy  Week.  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon.  The  Rector 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached 
and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

April  21.  Wednesday  in  Holy  Week.  In  the  afternoon,  lectured  in 
Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter.  I  was  glad  to  see 
in  these  Churches,  united  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Ker- 
shaw, evidences  of  renewed  life  and  vigor.  If  a  Deacon 
could  be  given  to  assist  him  it  would  be  very  desirable. 

April  23.  Good  Friday.  In  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer  and  preached. 

April  25.  Easter  Sunday.  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston.  Assisted  by 
the  Lay  Reader,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  twenty-eight 
persons,  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. There  were  two  hundred  communicants  present, 
and  having  other  services  elsewhere,  I  could  not  adminis- 
ter in  both  kinds,  and  so  called  to  my  aid  the  assistance  of 
the  licensed  Lay  Reader,  who  administered  the  cup  in 
silence.  St.  Mark's  has  been  enlarged  and  improved  since 
the  storm  of  last  August,  and  reflects  credit  upon  its  con- 
gregation. 
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April  25.  In  the  afternoon  of  Easter  Sunday,  at  Christ  Church,  Shep- 
herdsboro',  Rev.  Mr.  Welch  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  six  persons,  and  addressed  them. 
Services  are  maintained  here  as  aforetime  by  our  earnest 
Lay  Reader,  to  whom,  under  God,  it  is  due  that  this  con- 
gregation on  the  outskirts  has  been  kept  together.  The 
situation  of  the  Chapel  is  a  beautiful  one,  and  as  the  city 
grows  in  this  direction,  Christ  Church  will  probably  be- 
come an  important  Parish.  I  was  glad  to  see  the  Chapel 
itself  well  cared  for  by  the  Vestry. 

April  27.  Met  the  Vestry  of  St.  Mark's,  Charleston,  in  reference  to 
filling  the  vacancy  made  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  H.  C. 
Bishop,  late  assistant  Minister, 

May  2.  First  Sunday  after  Easter.  Grace  Church,  Charleston.  At 
Morning  Prayer,  by  the  Rector,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
thirty-eight  persons.  This  is  a  vigorous  Parish,  at  unity 
in  itself,  and  following  with  a  glad  mind  and  will  a  beloved 
Rector,  who  has  been  with  them  for  well  nigh,  if  not  quite, 
thirty -five  vears. 

At  night,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  Rev.  Dr. 
Wilson  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  adminis- 
tered confirmation  to  thirteen  persons.  A  large  congrega- 
tion was  present.  The  persons  confirmed  had  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Lay  Reader,  who  devotes  himself  almost 
wholly  to  this  congregation.  As  aforetime,  Rev.  Dr.  Wil- 
son serves  this  congregation  in  the  offices  for  which  the 
ministry  is  set  apart. 

May  9.    Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston. 

Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rector.  I  preached,  and  after- 
wards confirmed  twenty  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  at  St. 
Michael's  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer,  by  the  Rector,  I 
confirmed  seven  persons,  and  briefly  addressed  them,  and 
so  brought  the  year's  visitations  to  a  close.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  "  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  SOUTH 
CAROLINA." 

To  the  Ninety-Sixth  Convention  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  convened  at  Charleston,  on 
Wednesday,  the  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1886  : 

The  "  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina"  report  as  follows: 

In  the  past  year  the  lands  of  old  Sheldon  Church,  Prince 
William's  Parish,  Beaufort  County,  have  been  located  and 
surveyed  ;  the  result  showing  about  105  acres,  considerably 
more  than  was  supposed.  It  is  hoped  that  these  lands  can 
be  rented  out  advantageously. 

Other  matters  are  receiving  attention,  but  as  they  are  yet 
in  an  unsettled  condition  they  are  not  specifically  referred  to 
in  this  report. 

The  attention  of  the  Convention  is  directed  to  the  question 
of  the  expenses  of  this  Corporation,  mentioned  in  last  year's 
report,  which  concludes  as  follows  :  "  The  Corporation  re- 
"  spectfully  bring  to  the  view  of  the  Convention  that  *  *  * 
"**.**  it  is  necessary  to  have  some  contingent  fund,  inas- 
"  much  as  all  the  property  is  held  in  trust,  and  no  one  por- 
"  tion  can  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  others.  The  Corpo- 
"  ration,  therefore,  advises  that  the  Convention  should 
"  authorize  a  certain  portion  of  the  money  annually  raised  to 
"  be  applied  to  the  above  purposes,  limiting  the  amount  as 
"  may  seem  to  them  best."    {Page  69  Journal,  1885) 

The  Convention  inadvertently  adopted  a  resolution,  author- 
izing this  Corporation  to  use  $150  from  the  interest  of  the 
funds  in  their  (this  Corporation's)  trust.  (See  page  32  Jour- 
nal, 1885.)    In  advising  that  the  "  Convention  should  author- 
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"  ize  a  certain  portion  of  the  money  annually  raised,  &c./' 
reference  was  meant  to  the  money  annually  raised  by  the 
Convention — not  to  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation — 
for  all  the  property  being  held  in  trust  by  the  Corporation, 
"  no  one  portion  can  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  others/'  and 
besides  the  annual  interest  of  the  funds  in  the  Corporation's 
trust  has  not  yet  amounted  to  $150.00.

While  the  Committee  regret  to  report  a  deficiency  of 
$903.57,  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Convention,  it  is  a  matter 
of  congratulation  that  the  actual  deficit  of  the  past  year  is 
only  $118,  $785.57  being  brought  over  from  the  previous 
year.  For  several  years  past  the  Advancement  Society  has 
furnished  funds  to  meet  the  deficits  that  have  occurred,  in  the 
payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary  and  the  incidental  expenses. 
This  year  it  is  impossible  for  the  Society  to  do  so,  as  they 
have  not  one  surplus  dollar  in  the  Treasury.  Their  funds 
have  been  exhausted  principally  in  furnishing  means  to  ena- 
ble the  Board  of  Missions  to  pay  the  small  stipends  due  to 
their  Missionaries,  and  their  available  assets  are  now  locked 
up  in  Bank,  pledged  for  the  payment  of  money  borrowed  for 
this  purpose. 
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The  amount  of  securities  held  in  trust  for  the  Bishop's 
permanent  fund,  amount,  in  round  numbers,  to  $60,000.  This 
yields  at  present,  an  income  of  about  $3,300,  not  six  per  cent. 
Many  of  the  securities  are  nearing  maturity,  and,  when  paid 
and  re-invested,  the  rate  of  interest  will  be  much  lower,  and, 
of  course,  the  income  smaller.  It  will  require  at  least  $20,000 
added  to  the  present  amount  of  funds  to  yield  an  income 
sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  the  repay- 
ment of  the  yearly  incidental  expenses.  The  Bishop  has  de- 
clined for  the  past  and  the  present  year,  to  receive  more  than 
the  interest  derived  from  the  invested  funds,  having  last  year, 
with  great  kindness  and  generosity,  requested  the  Treasurer 
to  pay  over  to  the  Board  of  Missions  $800,  which  he  did,  the 
Bishop  receiving  but  $3,200.  The  Committee  wish  it  under- 
stood that  the  assessment  recommended  to  be  laid  the  present 
year  is  to  meet  the  deficiency  now  due,  and  the -incidental  ex- 
penses of  this  year.  Your  Committee  regret  that  they  could 
not  make  a  more  favorable  showing  of  the  condition  of  the 
Finances.  Something  must  be  done  at  once  to  place  them 
in  a  more  healthy  condition,  and  to  increase  the  permanent 
fund.  What  plan  should  be  adopted  is  left  to  the  Convention. 

The  Committee,  in  order  to  raise  an  amount  sufficient  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  present  year,  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  be  assessed  a 
sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  soul  reported. 

The  Committee  have  also  examined  the  Treasurer's  ac- 
count, and  find  it  correct.

REPORT   OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  THE  SOUTH. 


At  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  held  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  in  August, 
1885,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  instructed  to  furnish  to 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  connected 
with  the  University,  copies  of  the  annual  proceedings  of  the 
Board. 

If  this  has  been  done,  the  members  of  the  Convention  will 
be  able  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  the  University. 

The  condition  of  the  Academic  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  of  the  Grammar  School,  both  as  to  number  of  pupils 
and  the  standard  of  scholarship  and  conduct  of  the  students, 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  prospects  of  continued  and 
increasing  usefulness  are  very  encouraging.  The  Theological 
Department  is  well  equipped,  and  is  doing  earnest  and  satis- 
factory work,  but  the  professors  are  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  several  Dioceses  connected 
with  the  University,  and  their  support  is  not  only  meager 
and  inadequate,  but  very  uncertain. 

The  minimum  amount  ot  contributions  asked  for  from  the 
Dioceses,  for  the  Theological  Department,  is  four  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($4,550)  which  has  been  appor- 
tioned among  the  several  Dioceses.  The  amount  expected 
from  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  five  hundred  dollars 
($500).  The  Board  of  Trustees  directed  that  notice  of  the 
apportionments  be  sent  to  the  Bishops  of  the  several  Dioceses, 
who  are  requested  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  by  pastoral  let- 
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ter  or  otherwise,  making  urgent  appeal  in  behalf  of  this  most 
important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Church.  The  clerical 
and  lay  Trustees  were  also  requested  to  report  annually  to 
their  respective  Conventions  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  University,  especially  of  the  Theological  School,  and  to 
urge  upon  the  Clergy  and  Laity  the  growing  importance  of 
its  support. 

The  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the 
South  has  given  to  this  Diocese  seventy-one  clergymen, 
who  are  not  only  living  witnesses  of  the  value  of  the  training 
afforded  by  it,  but  life-giving  elements  in  the  Church  work  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  lives  and  labors  are  the  best  pleas  in  its 
behalf. 

The  Trustees  cannot  close  this  Report  without  giving  ex- 
pression to  their  feeling  of  the  loss  which  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  the  South  has  in  common  with 
the  Diocese,  the  city  of  Charleston,  and  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  zealous  officer,  the 
faithful  citizen,  the  earnest  churchman,  the  devout  Christian, 
William  C.  Courtney,  who  has  so  long  and  lovingly  served 
the  Diocese  and  the  University  as  Treasurer.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROPOSED 
ALTERATIONS  AND  ADDITIONS  TO  THE  BOOK 
OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 


The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  proposed  "  alter- 
ations and  additions  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer," 
respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  considered  the  subject,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing result  of  their  deliberations  : 

The  Committee  are  in  favor  of  judicious  enrichment,  and 
concur  in  the  general  demand  for  greater  flexibility  of  use. 
Some  of  the  alterations  proposed  meet  their  approval  ;  to 
others  they  object,  and  are  unanimously  agreed  that  the  work 
is  not  sufficiently  perfected  to  be  proposed  for  final  adoption 
as  a  whole.  They  are  also  agreed  in  the  hope  that  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  its  wisdom,  may  be  able  to  devise  a 
method  to  give  immediate  effect  to  some  of  its  provisions. 

The  Committee  have  minutely  and  carefully  examined 
every  detail,  but  not  deeming  it  necessary  to  embrace  them 
all  in  this  Report,  will  consider  the  several  resolutions,  noting 
the  principal  points  and  everything  that  they  consider  objec- 
tionable. 

Resolution  I.  proposes  to  omit  from  the  Title  Page  the 
words,  "  together  with  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David." 

We  do  not  see  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  this. 

Resolution  II.  covers  all  that  precedes  "  The  Order  for 
Daily  Morning  Prayer."  The  Additions  proposed  are:  1st. 
A  general  order  concerning  the  service  of  tlie  Church.  2d. 
Additional  Proper  Psalms  for  certain  Feasts.  3d.  A  table  of 
selected  Psalms,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister 
instead  of  the  Psalter,  and  in  lieu  of  the  present  selections  of 
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Psalms.  4th.  An  order  concerning  Hymns  and  Anthems. 
5th.  To  the  Table  of  Feasts,  "  The  Transfiguration  of  our 
Lord,  Jesus  Christ."  6th.  A  note  explaining  the  computation 
of  Easter.  Of  these  additions  we  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  (2d)  additional  Proper  Psalms  ;  (4th)  of  An  Order 
concerning  Hymns  and  Anthems  ;  (5th)  of  the  Additional 
Feast;  (6th)  of  the  note  concerning  the  Paschal  Full  Moon. 
The  Order  concerning  the  service  of  the  Church  needs  fur- 
ther revision.  The  Table  of  Selected  Psalms  we  would  reject, 
concurring  in  the  suggestion  from  Maryland  that  it  would  be 
expedient  to  set  forth  and  print  in  the  proper  place  at  least 
three  selections  of  Psalms,  one  suitable  for  Feasts,  one  for 
Fasts,  and  one  or  more  that  might  be  used  at  a  third  service, 
or  on  the  31st  day  of  the  month. 

The  Omissions  and  Changes  concern  only  the  Tables,  and 
are,  we  think,  judicious. 

Resolution  IIL  covers  the  Order  for  Daily  Morning  Prayer. 

The  Additions  proposed  are  :  1st.  Sundry  opening  sen- 
tences ;  (2d)  An  alternative  form  of  Absolution  substituted 
for  the  present ;  (3d)  An  alternative  canticle  (Benedictus  es)  for 
the  Te  Deum  ;  (4th)  The  whole  of  the  Hymn  Benedictus  ; 
(5th)  As  an  alternative  to  this,  Psalm  CXXX.  (Be  Profundis) ; 
(6th)  the  insertion  of  the  word  again  in  the  Apostles' 
Creed;  (7th)  the  insertion  of  the  English  Rubric  providing 
for  an  Anthem;  (8th)  provision  in  the  prayer  for  all  condi- 
tions of  men,  and  in  the  geneial  Thanksgiving,  for  an  espe- 
cial prayer  or  Thanksgiving. 

The  omissions  are,  (1)  some  of  the  opening  sentences  (trans- 
ferred to  E.  P.)  ;  (2)  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis — the  use  of  which 
is,  however,  retained. 

The  changes  are  in  Rubrical  Provisions — and  chiefly  the 
permission  to  end  the  M.  P.  after  -the  first  three  collects,  on 
Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsunday,  and  on  week  days. 

We  recommend  that  (1)  the  opening  sentences  be  re-ar- 
ranged, printing  the  7th  in  the  Book  as  set  forth — (To  the 
Lord  our  God.)  4th  in  order,  followed  by  3  for  Advent ; 
2  for  Christmas  ;  3  for  Epiphany  ;  6  for  Lenten  Tide,  viz.:  the 
5th,  6th,  8th  of  M.  P.,  and  the  5th,  6th  and  7th  of  E.  P.,  all 
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from  the  old  Book,  I  for  Good  Friday  ;  3  for  Easter;  2  for 
Ascension;  3  for  Whitsunday;  substituting  Joel  ii,  28,  (It 
shall  come  to  pass,  &c.;)  for  Ps,43~3,  (O  send  out  Thy  Light, 
&c.,)  and  2  for  Trinity — all  these  being  taken  from  both  M. 
P.  and  E.  P.  in  Book  Annexed. 

That  (2)  the  alternative  form  of  Absolution  be  adopted  ; 
also,  (4)  the  whole  of  the  Hymn  Benedictus,  as  proposed  ; 
(6)  the  insertion,  or  restoration,  in  the  Creed  of  the  word 
again;  (7)  the  provision  for  an  Anthem  for  ending  M.  P., and 
for  a  special  prayer,  or  thanksgiving. 

That  (3)  the  Canticle — Benedictus  es — and  (5)  the  Ps.  De 
Profundis,  be  rejected. 

The  changes  in  the  Rubrics  need  careful  revision.  The 
committee  have  not,  therefore,  dwelt  upon  details  of  print- 
ing, punctuation,  and  the  like,  but  looked  only  to  what  is 
more  substantial. 

They  would  respectfully  suggest  the  following  (a)  substi- 
tute for  the  first  Rubric,  as  follows  : 

The  Minister  shall  begin  the  M.  P.  by  reading  one  or  more 
of  the  following  sentences,  all  standing;  and  then  he  may  say 
the  exhortation  following,  or  else,  at  his  discretion,  may  pass 
to  the  Confession,  saying:  Let  us  humbly  confess  our  sins  to 
Almighty  God ;  or  to  the  Lord's  Prayer,  saying :  Let  us 
pray. 

(b.)  Substitute  the  following  brief  Rubric  after  the  Venite: 
Then  shall  be  said  or  sung  the  appointed  Psalter,  or  Psalms 
for  the  Day,  and  at  the  end  of  every  Psalm  may  be,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  whole,  shall  be,  said  or  sung  the  Gloria  Patri. 

And  then  to  print  the  Gloria  Patri  at  the  end  of  Benedicite, 
Benedictus,  &c. 

Resolution  IV.  Touching  the  Order  for  Daily  Evening 
Prayer. 

The  Additions  are  (1)  An  alternative  form  of  Confession; 
(2)  An  alternative  form  of  Absolution  ;  (as  in  M.  P.)  (3)  The 
Gloria  in  Excelsis  ;  (4)  The  Magnificat,  after  the  1st  Lesson, 
and  (5)  another  alternative  Ps. — the  42d — (6)  Nunc  Dimittis, 
after  the  2d  Lesson;  7  another  alternative  Psalm — the  43d; 
(8)  Additional  Versicles;  (9)  A  new  Prayer  for  the  President 
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of  the  U.  S.;  (10)  A  Prayer — (Assist  us  mercifully,  &c.,)  in 
place  of  the  Prayer  of  S.  Chrysostom.  We  recommend  that 
(2)  the  form  of  Absolution,  (4)  the  Magnificat,  (6)  the  Nunc 
Dimittis,  (8)  the  additional  Versicles,  (9)  the  Prayer  for  the 
President,  be  adopted. 

That  (i)The  Confession;  (3)  The  Gloria  in  Excelsis  ;  (5) 
and  (7)  the  alternative  Psalms,  and  (10)  the  substituted  Prayer 
be  rejected. 

The  changes  are  (1)  Permission  to  omit  the  General  Con- 
fession on  week  days,  and  to  end  the  E.  P.  after  the  3d  Collect 
with  any  Prayer  or  Prayers  in  the  Book,  and  the  woids: 
"Lighten  our  darkness,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord" — as  in  the 
English  P.  B.,  substituted  for  the  present  beginning  words  of 
the  "Collect  for  Aid  against  Perils."  This  last  change  we 
commend,  and  approve  the  "flexibility  of  use"  involved  in 
the  other  two. 

The  slight  changes  in  Rubrics  need  to  be  revised. 

Resolution  V.  Proposes  the  u  Form  of  Prayer  entitled  The 
Beatitudes  of  the  Gospel."  We  recommend  that  this  be  not 
adopted. 

Resolution  VI.  Proposes  a  few  additions  to  the  Litany,  which 
we  recommend.  1st.  In  the  deprecation,  inserting  the  v/ords 
fire  and  flood,  after  "  lightning  and  tempest ;  "  2d.  A  suffrage 
for  the  President  of  the  United  States — the  Prayer  having 
been  omitted  ;  3d.  A  petition  for  laborers  in  the  harvest  ; 
4th.  An  additional  versicle  and  response.  All  these  we  re- 
commend. The  rubric  at  the  beginning  is  made  more  ex- 
plicit, but  the  Committee  would  prefer  the  following:  "  The 
Litany  shall  be  said  or  sung  on  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  the 
Ember  and  Rogation  Days,  after  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer, 
or  as  a  separate  office.  It  may  also  be  used  on  any  day  in 
Lent,  or  on  Sunday,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

Resolution  VII.  Relating  to  Prayers  and  Thanksgivings. 
Makes  a  few  verbal  changes  in  Rubrics,  and  provides  for 
including  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  the  Prayer  for  Con- 
gress. These  changes  we  recommend.  It  also  proposes 
twenty-three  additional  Prayers  and  two  Thanksgivings.  To 
these  we  object  on  several  grounds.  As  to  number,  on 
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the  ground  that  while  appropriate  for  a  private  Prayer 
Book,  they  are  not  for  a  book  of  Public  Offices  ;  and  as  to 
quality,  because  they  are  far  inferior  to  the  standard  of  the 
old  book.  A  few  of  the  occasions  specified  need  to  be  pro- 
vided for,  and  we  think  the  following  might  be  adopted  after 
careful  revision,  to  wit  :  For  Persons  on  a  Journey  ;  For  Per- 
sons Preparing  for  Confirmation  ;  For  Missions  ;  For  Increase 
of  the  Ministry  ;  The  second  of  two  Prayers  for  Fruitful  Seasons  ; 
and  also  Thanksgivings  for  a  Child's  Recovery  from  Sickness; 
and  For  a  Safe  Return  from  Voyage  or  Travel. 

Resolution  VIII.  "  A  Penitential  Office  for  Ash  Wednes- 
day we  commend.  It  being  the  compilation  into  one  office 
of  the  present  provisions  for  Ash  Wednesday,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  Psalm  51st,  and  one  or  two  versicles. 

Resolution  IX.  A  Form  of  "  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving  for 
Thanksgiving  Day,"  we  recommend,  with  certain  verbal 
changes  ;  it  being  the  present  "  Form,"  greatly  improved. 

Resolution  X.  Providing  "  A  Short  Office  of  Prayer  for  Sun- 
dry Occasions,  we  recommend,  as  supplying  a  felt  need. 

Resolution  XI.  Proposes  an  Alternative  Collect,  Epistle  and 
Gospel  for  Christmas,  Easter  and  Whitsunday  ;  Collects  for 
the  several  days  in  Holy  Week,  for  the  Monday  and  Tuesday 
in  Easter,  and  in  Whitsun- Weeks.   All  these  we  would  reject. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  all  the  Rubrical  changes 
proposed  in  this  resolution,  as  being  more  clear  and  pre- 
cise, save  one,  which  provides  that  the  Collect  for  Ash- 
Wednesday  be  not  said  during  Holy  Week  after  the  Collect 
for  the  Day.    To  this  we  object. 

We  would  prefer  the  Collect  for  the  Feast  of  the  Transfig- 
uration, as  suggested  by  Canon  Bright,  and  found  in  the  Re- 
port of  the  Maryland  Committee,  instead  of  the  one  proposed, 
substituting  for  the  words  "be  admitted  to  see  him,''  the 
words,  at  last  behold  the  Son  of  Man. 

Resolution  XII  Deals  with  the  Order  for  the  Holy- Com- 
munion. The  first  three  specifications  we  recommend:  (a) 
requiring  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Ordinary  within  fourteen 
days;  (b)  omitting  the  Doxology  from  the  Lord's  Prayer; 
(c)  omitting  the  words     as followeth"  from  the  end  of  the 
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Rubric.  We  would  recommend  instead  of  the  Note  added  to 
this  Rubric,  the  Note  suggested  by  the  Maryland  Committee, 
to  be  added  to  the  Rubric  at  the  beginning  of  the  office,  as 
follows  : 

But  Note  that  upon  Sundays  {provided  the  introductory 
service  be  used  once  on  that  day)  and  on  Week  Days,  the  Priest, 
at  his  discretion,  may  begin  the  Communion  Office  at  the  Collect 
for  the  Day ,  first  pronouncing  The.  Lord  be  with  you.  And  with 
thy  spirit.  Let  us  pray.  Lord  have  mercy  upon  us.  Christ 
have  mercy  upon  us.  Lord  have  mercy  upon  us.  Our  Father, 
&c. 

The  provisions  in  Rubrics  (d)  (e)  (f)  might  be  adopted,  with 
verbal  changes,  and  omitting  the  response  after  Gospel.  Also, 
(g)  (h)  and  (/),  authorizing  the  use  of  Offertory  sentences, 
whenever  offerings  are  made;  adding  two  more  sentences; 
allowing  an  Anthem,  and  transferring  the  two  notices  to  the 
end  of  the  office. 

(k)  The  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
exhortation,  "  Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  who  mind," 
&c,  be  printed  before  the  Offertory  sentences,  the  second 
Rubric  there  being  stricken  out,  and  the  following  inserted: 
"IfThen  shall  follow  the  sermon.  At  the  time  of  the  cele- 
bration of  Holy  Communion,  the  Priest,  standing  at  the 
Lord's  Table,  shall  say  the  following  exhortation,  at  least 
once  every  month,  on  Sunday.  And  then  he  shall  begin  the 
Offertory,  saying  one  or  more,"  &c." 

If  this  were  adopted,  they  would  suggest  that  all  after 
"Table,"  in  Rubric  at  the  end  of  the  sentences  be  omitted, 
and  insert,  saying  :  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  forever ;  for 
Thine  is  the  greatness,  and  the  pozver,  &c.  (transferring  this 
sentence  from  above),  or  else.  All  things  come  of  Thee,  0 
Lord,  and  of  Thine  own  have  we  given  Thee. 

Also  that,  after  the  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant,  there 
be  inserted  this  note  :  Here  those  who  do  not  communicate 
may  retire. 

They  would  also  suggest  whether  the  Prayer  of  Humble 
Access — "  We  do  not  presume/'  &c. — might  not  well  be 
transferred  from  its  present  position,  and  placed  after  the 
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Prayer  of  Consecration,  &c,  preceded  by  this  Rubric  :  Then 
shall  the  Priest  kneel  and  say. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Rubrical 
changes  (/)  (in),  relating  to  the  method  of  printing,  and  (o) 
making  a  hymn  permissive.  They  object  to  the  other 
changes  proposed,  viz,  (n)  changing  "we  and  all  others  who," 
to  whosoever ;  (p)  allowing  a  substitute  for  Gloria  in  Excelsis  ; 
(q)  changing  the  title  to  the  final  collects ;  (s)  changing  "  eat 
and  drink  "  to  consume,  and  to  (/)  adding  three  new  Rubrics. 

Resolutions  XIII.,  X.IV.  XV  Three  slight  changes  are  pro- 
posed in  each  of  the  Offices  for  Baptism — which  are  not  ma- 
terial, but  require  to  be  scrutinized. 

Resolution  XVI.  The  material  changes  in  the  Order  of 
Confirmation  are,  1st.  A  short  Scripture  reading  permitted, 
which  we  recommend.  2d.  A  form  for  presenting  the  can- 
didates, which  we  also  recommend.  3d.  A  new  form  of 
question  and  answer,  which  we  would  reject,  and  suggest  in- 
stead the  following  change  in  the  present  one  :  "  Do  ye  here 
in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  congregation,  renew  the 
solemn  promise  and  vow  that  ye  made,  or  that  was  made  in 
your  name  at  your  Baptism,  viz:  to  renounce  the  Devil,  the 
world  and  the  flesh;  to  believe  all  the  articles  of  the  Chris* 
tian  faith  as  contained  in  the  Apostles'  Creed;  and  to  keep 
God's  holy  will  and  commandments,  ratifying  and  confirming 
the  same,  &c."  4th.  The  addition  of  an  alternative  prayer, 
which  we  do  not  commend. 

Resolution  XVII.  The  slight  changes  proposed,  (a)  and  (&), 
we  think  unnecessary.  The  Exhortation,  as  it  came  from 
the  hands  of  the  Committee,  in  The  Book  Annexed,  was  an 
enrichment.    We  think  other  changes  might  be  made. 

Resolution  XVIII.  The  additional  prayers  proposed  in  the 
Order  for  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  need  revision. 

Resolution  XIX.  The  changes  proposed  in  "  The  Commun* 
ion  of  the  Sick,"  are  for  the  better. 

Resolution  XX.  In  the  "Order  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead," 
we  object  to  all  the  changes  proposed,  except  the  Rubrical 
authority  to  sing  a  Hymn,  which  is  usually  done.  We  would 
suggest  Rubrical  permission  to  say  the  Creed,  also,    (g)  pro- 
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vides  alternative  forms  "  at  the  Burial  of  Infants."  We  re- 
commend the  rejection  of  the  sentences  proposed,  save  the 
3d  and  4th,  which  might  be  adopted.  Also  the  rejection  of 
the  Partial  Psalms,  and  substitution  of  the  103d  Ps.  at  the  8th 
vs.  Also,  the  rejection  of  the  2d  or  alternative  Les- 
son, and  printing  here  the  1st,  being  the  Epistle  for  the  In- 
nocents' Day.  The  rejection  of  the  alternative  sentence  oj. 
committal,  and  the  adoption  of  the  Anthem.  The  rejection 
of  the  1st,  and  adoption  of  the  2d  Prayer. 

Resolutions  XXI.,  XXII. ,  XXIII.  The  changes  are  unim- 
portant and  unnecessary.  The  first  involving  a  slight  Rubri- 
cal change,  is  good.    The  others  need  revision,  at  the  least. 

Resolution  XXIV.  We  would  reject  as  useless,  or  worse, 
all  the  changes  proposed  in  the  "Prayers  in  Families,"  save 
the  special  petition,  "  when  the  Holy  Communion  is  to  be 
celebrated." 

Resolution  XXV.  Omitting  the  Selection  of  Psalms,  we 
recommend  ;  but  would  suggest  the  printing  of  three  or  four 
selections  as  before  indicated. 

Resolution  XXVI.  Printing  proper  Anthems,  we  recom- 
mend ;  also,  Res.  XXVII,  for  printing  the  Psalter,  and  as- 
signing Ps.  cxli.  to  E.  P.,  instead  of  M.  P. 

Resolution  XXVIII.  Proposes  changes  in  the  form  of  Con- 
secration of  a  Church,  which  we  consider  of  small  impor- 
tance, and  in  the  main  not  to  be  approved. 

Resolution  XXIX.  Proposes  changes  in  the  office  of  Insti- 
tution, which,  without  going  into  detail,  we  recommend  as 
a  whole. 

Resolution  XXX  Proposes  a  Title  Page  for  the  Articles  of 
religion,  which  might  be  adopted. 

The  Committee  have  simply  given  the  conclusions  to  whicli 
they  have  come,  in  the  briefest  manner  possible,  thinking  it 
unnecessary  to  give  reasons,  as  further  revision  seems  in- 
evitable, and  no  action  is  demanded  of  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion. That  Convention  having  now  adjourned,  it  were  need- 
less to  propose  a  Resolution.  They  would  only  print  for 
the  information  of  the  Diocese  the  results  of  their  work. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  suggestions  as  their  contribution  to  the  work 
of  revision : 

I.  That  the  following  Prayer  for  the  President  of  the  U.  S. 
be  substituted  for  that  in  the  order  for  Morning  Prayer  : 

O,  Lord,  Our  Heavenly  Father,  the  High  and  Mighty 
Ruler  of  the  Universe,  remember,  according  to  the  multitude 
of  Thy  mercies,  all  those  who  are  chosen  to  rule  over  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  especially  Thy  seivant,  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  all  others  in  civil  authority.  Endue 
them  and  their  counsellors  with  wisdom  and  righteousness, 
that  by  their  godly  governance,  we  may  lead  quiet  and  peace- 
able lives,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty,  to  the  praise  of  Thy 
Holy  Name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Or  else  that  the  present  prayer  be  amended  by  striking  out 
all  after  "  gifts,"  and  inserting  with  wisdom  and  righteousness, 
that  by  their  governance  we  may  lead  quiet  and  peaceable 
lives,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty,  to  Thy  honor  and  glory, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  ground  of  this  suggestion  is  that  the  Prayer,  being  a 
copy  of  the  Prayer  for  the  King  in  the  English  Prayer  Book, 
is  evidently  intended  for  hereditary  rulers,  and  is  therefore 
unsuited  in  its  present  form  to  our  Republican  Institutions. 
The  Prayer  that  a  Ruler  may  have  long  life,  &c,  is  out  of 
place  after  a  man  has  become  a  private  citizen.  Fidelity  to 
duty,  wisdom  to  see  and  courage  to  discharge  it,  are  the 
blessings  for  which  we  should  pray,  that  the  whole  country 
may  reap  the  benefit,  in  public  peace  and  godliness. 

II.  The  Committee  further  suggest  a  change  in  the  Litany, 
by  substituting  in  the  fourth  petition,  for  the  words :  "O 
Holy,  Blessed  and  Glorious  Trinity,"  the  words  .  ■■  0  Holy, 
Holy,  Holy  Lord  God  Almighty,  or  other  equivalent  expression. 
We  recommend  this  on  the  ground,  that  by  this  means  we 
avoid,  in  a  direct  address  to  the  Deity,  the  use  of  unauthor- 
ized language — of  a  sharp  metaphysical  term,  abstract,  un- 
sanctioned by  Scripture,  and  often  suggestive  of  difficulty. 
Instead  of  defending  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  the  Committee 
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believe  that  the  word,  as  used,  has  a  tendency  just  the  oppo- 
site.   We  see  every  reason  for  the  change,  and  none  whatever 
against  it,  except  the  simple  fact  of  change. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rector  is  pleased  to  report  an  increased  activity  in  the  work  of 
the  Church,  on  the  part  of  the  female  members  of  the  congregation. 
The  organizations  known,  respectively,  as  The  Home  Aid,  The  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  and  The  City  Mission  Society,  have  together  contributed  this 
year  about  four  hundred  dollars  to  charitable  purposes,  a  sum  not  re- 
turned in  the  above  exhibit.  The  St.  Philip's  Home  has  been  aided 
by  the  first  to  the  extent  of  $160.  Two  families  in  the  Diocese  have 
been  benefited  by  the  second  to  the  estimated  value  of  $150.

REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year  your  Missionary  has  been  frequently  prevented 
from  holding  his  appointed  services  through  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  even  after  he  had  arrived  at  the  place,  and  this  fact  will  ac- 
count in  part  for  the  fewer  number  of  services  reported  than  usual. 

On  account  of  my  health,  upon  the  earnest  recommendation  of  my 
physician,  I  was  absent  about  five  weeks  from  my  field  of  labor. 

During  this  time,  which  was  spent  with  Brother  Gadsden,  I  assisted 
him  frequently  with  his  services,  preaching  for  him  as  occasion  offered 
and  in  that  way  and  to  that  extent  gave  him  also  a  rest,  thus,  as  I  hope 
making  my  trip  beneficial  to  both  of  us. 
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St.  Peter's  Church,  Hardeeville,  has  been  presented  with  a  very  hand- 
some Chancel  carpet  by  Mr.  James  B.  Heyward,  and  the  ladies  have  in 
hand  about  $30  for  the  work  of  finishing  the  Church. 

At  the  other  points  of  the  Mission  nothing  in  the  way  of  repairing 
the  churches  has  been  done.  At  Graham  ville  the  ladies  are  gradually 
accumulating  a  fund  for  putting  their  building  in  order,  and  now  have 
about  one  hundred  dollars  in  hand.  Our  people  throughout  the  whole 
Mission  are  very  much  distressed  pecuniarily,  and  with  great  difficulty 
meet  their  obligations. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  the  Mission 
will  do  for  the  Board  of  Missions,  but  we  will  try  10  give  one  hundred 
dollars  during  the  year.

REMARKS  UPON  GRACE  CHURCH,  ANDERSON. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  better  attendance  on  week  day  and 
Sunday,  especially,  during  Lent.  'Lay-reading  is  kept  up  on  all  Sundays 
when  1  am  at  other  points,  and  is  remarkably  well  attended.  The  con- 
tributions have  been  larger,  not  only  to  Parish  objects,  but  to  those  of 
the  Diocese. 

In  the  summer,  Rev.  Mr.  Sams,  of  the  Seacoast  Mission,  spent  several 
weeks  here  for  his  health,  and  preached  on  twelve  occasions,  at  joint 
services,  which  were  highly  appreciated  by  the  people. 

During  Lent,  I  distributed  Rev.  Mr.  Applegate's  Lenten  Books  and 
Tracts.  On  Easter  Day,  one  hundred  copies  of  his  Easter  services  in 
regular  order  aided  the  congregation  in  the  responses  and  singing. 

A  new  stove  has  been  added,  and  an  entirely  new  tin  roof  put  over 
the  Church,  and  the  congregation  has  about  $70  on  hand  towards  the 
recessing  of  the  chancel.

REMARKS. 

Of  the  services  reported,  11  on  11  Sundays,  and  4  on  4  other  days, 
were  for  the  colored  people,  who,  in  token  of  their  regard  gave  me  a 
donation  of  ten  ($10.28)  dollars.  In  addition  to  the  services  reported 
in  tabular  form,  the  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  W.  F.  Bellinger,  conducted  public 
worship  33  times  on  33  Sundays,  and  I  time  on  1  other  day— Good 
Friday.  He  also  superintended  the  Sunday-school.  I  catechized  and 
lectured  the  pupils  on  each  of  my  visits,  with  the  exception  of  the  occa- 
sion of  the  Bishop's  visit,  when  he  took  my  place.    Including  the  offer- 
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ings  on  the  Bishop's  visit,  St.  Jude's  Church  contributed  to  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  Board  of  Missions  $36.88  during  the  Conventional  year.  A 
stove  has  been  placed  in  the  church  building,  new  sashes  have  been  put 
in  the  windows,  and  blinds  by  which  to  regulate  the  light.  The  amount 
reported  as  derived  from  vested  funds,  was  used  for  furnishing  the 
church  building,  this  being  the  interest  on  the  amount  donated  for  the 
purpose  by  a  former  parishioner,  now  deceased.  I  conducted  public 
worship  for  the  whites  18  times  on  11  Sundays,  and  11  times  on  11 
other  days,  29  times,  preaching  27  times.  The  Bishop  preached  twice 
for  the  colored  people.  I  had  service  11  times  on  10  Sundays,  4  times 
on  4  other  days,  15  times,  preaching  14  times.  The  Bishop  preached 
once.  Including  the  services  performed  by  the  Lay  Header,  public 
worship  was  had  in  St.  Jude's  Church  51  times  on  44  Sundays,  and  12 
times  on  12  other  days,  63  times.

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EEMARKS. 

In  addition  to  the  services  reported  in  tabular  form,  I  had  service  for 
the  colored  people  on  Major  Screven's  plantation  twice,  each  on  a  Sunday, 
preaching  on  both  occasions.  Here,  at  an  expense  of  $1,100,  Mrs.  Screven 
has  erected  a  commodious  school  building,  in  which,  during  her  sojourn 
in  the  neighborhood,  she,  personally  and  with  the  assistance  of  others 
employed  by  her,  instructed  all  the  colored  children,  and  others  of  riper 
years,  who  would  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  thus  offered  them. 
Between  75  and  100  attended.  During  the  year  I  performed  one  mar- 
riage service  among  the  colored  people.  The  whole  number  of  services, 
including  those  to  the  colored  people,  were  43  on  30  Sundays,  and  35  on 
35  other  days,  78  times.  I  preached  76  times,  the  Bishop  once.  On  two 
Sundays,  on  account  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  there  was  no  ser- 
vice. On  account  of  my  failing  sight,  the  vestry  very  kindly  consented  to 
my  closing  the  Church  on  four  Sundays.  In  compliance  with  the  advice 
of  my  physician  I  visited  Glenn  Springs,  and  was  absent  from  my  field  of 
labor  one  month.  My  sight,  however,  continued  to  become  worse,  and 
in  that  eye  the  sight  is  entirely  lost.  I  am  thankful  that  with  my  other 
eye  I  can  still  discharge  my  personal  and  official  duties.  During  the  year 
the  belfry  to  the  Church,  and  the  fence  around  the  rectory,  were  repaired. 
The  amount  reported  as  "  Rents  and  other  sources,"  was  donated  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  being  a  portion  of  the  interest  derived  from  an 
invested  fund  belonging  to  Shelden  Church,  in  Prince  William's  Parish, 
the  members  of  which  defunct  Parish  are  now  members  of  All  Saint's 
Church.  Including  the  offerings  on  the  Bishop's  visit,  All  Saint's  Church, 
during  the  Conventional  year,  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions  seventy  ($70)  dollars.  The  services  for  the  colored 
people  on  Major  Screven's  plantation,  were  held  in  the  school  building 
erected  by  Mrs.  Screven.

The  amount  reported  as  Rector's  salary  was* contributed  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  the  Missionary  in  visiting 
Allendale.  Public  worship  was  celebrated  seven  times  on  four  Sundays 
and  twenty-six  times  on  twenty-two  other  days,  thirty-three  times.  I 
preached  thirty-one  times,  the  Bishop  twice-  Including  the  offerings 
on  the  Bishop's  visit,  the  mission  at  Allendale  contributed  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  Missionary  Board  $28.20.  The  congregation  now  have  to- 
wards erecting  a  church  edifice  an  invested  fund  amounting  to  $241.65. 
They  are  continuing  their  efforts  to  secure  an  amount  which  will  war- 
rant their  commencing  to  build.

REMARKS -GENERAL. 

During  the  Conventional  year  last  past  I  have  officiated  as  stated 
Missionary  in  four  Counties,  viz :  Colleton,  Hampton,  Barnwell,  and 
Aiken,  and  at  six  different  stations,  viz  :  Walterboro,  All  Saints,  Hamp- 
ton County,  Brunson,  Allendale,  Ellenton,  and  Hampton  C.  H.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  services  performed  on  the  mission,  I  conducted  divine 
service,  or  assisted  in  conducting  it,  at  Columbia,  once  on  a  week  day, 
reading  a  portion  of  the  service  at  opening  of  Convention;  at  Glenn 
Springs,  three  times  on  three  Sundays,  preaching  twice  ;  at  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant, I  preached  once  on  a  week  day  ;  at  Spartanburg,  I  conducted  ser- 
vices and  preached  once  on  a  Sunday  ;  at  Hendersonville,  N.  C,  I  con- 
ducted public  worship  and  preached  once  on  a  Sunday.  In  all,  I  con- 
ducted public  worship  83  times,  on  50  Sundays,  and  118  times  on  103 
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other  days,  201  times,  preaching  191  times.  The  Bishop  preached  on 
my  Mission  8  times,  at  Glenn  Springs.  Dr.  Pinckney  preached  once, 
when  I  read  service.  On  two  Sundays  I  had  no  service  on  account  of 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  No  congregation  assembled,  though  I 
was  present  at  the  Church — 13  services  on  13  Sundays,  and  4  services  on 
other  days  were  for  colored  people  exclusively.  At  Major  Screven's  plan- 
tation I  had  service  for  the  colored  people  two  times  on  two  Sundays.  Here 
Mrs.  Screven  has  erected  a  commodious  school  building,  at  an  expense 
exceeding  $1,100,  in  which,  during  her  stay  in  the  neighborhood,  she, 
with  the  assistance  of  teachers  employed  by  her,  instructed  all  the  col- 
ored children  and  youths  that  would  attend.  Between  60  and  100  at- 
tended during  the  past  season.  In  this  building  the  services  were  per- 
formed. Mrs.  Screven  has  also  provided  an  organ,  on  which  she  plays  the 
anthems  and  hymns.  The  ladies  at  Allendale  are  continuing  their  efforts 
to  build  a  church,  and  have  invested  for  the  purpose  $241.65.  St.  Jude's 
Church  at  Walterboro  has  been  repaired  and  very  much  improved,  at 
an  expense  of  $118.75.  The  church  building  has  been  insured  at  a 
cost  of  $12.  During  the  Convention  year  I  traveled  on  the  Mission 
2,394  miles,  at  an  expense  of  $51.95.j.  Again,  I  thank  the  authorities  of 
C.  &  S.  R.  R.,  P.  R.  and  A.  P.  P.,  for  courtesies  rendered.  In  addition 
to  the  amount  received  from  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  appropriated  to  my  Mission  $250 — 
making  the  whole  amount  received  by  me  $1,073.55.  Received  $1,073.55; 
paid  in  traveling  expenses  $51.95^.  Net  salary,  $1,021.59£.  Notwith- 
standing my  rest  of  the  past  summer,  when,  in  obedience  to  my  physi- 
cian's directions,  I  spent  four  weeks  at  Glenn  Springs,  I  have  completely 
lost  the  sight  of  one  of  my  eyes.  With  the  other  I  can  still  perform  the 
duties  of  my  ministry.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  services  above  reported,  I  have  met  the  children  of 
the  Parish  Mission  School  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  addressed  them 
and  read  prayers. 

This  little  work,  among  a  class  of  very  destitute  whites,  who  live 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  distant,  I  was  able,  with  the  earnest  co-opera- 
tion of  one  of  my  Laymen,  to  commence  some  eighteen  months  since, 
and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  with  most  gratifying  results.  At  present 
about  thirty-five  children  besides  their  parents,  attend  the  service  on 
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Sunday,  and  the  day  School,  which  was  established  in  January  last, 
numbers  some  twenty-nine.  So,  that,  altogether,  I  feel  very  much  en- 
couraged. 

This  little  school  is  taught  by  a  lady  of  my  congregation,  and  the 
plan  of  instruction,  besides  the  regular  recitations,  is  to  teach  the  cate- 
chism and  as  much  of  the  Scriptures  as  the  time  will  allow.  The  school 
is  held  in  a  house  which  is  located  just  beyond  the  corporated  limits  of 
the  town,  and  which,  through  the  generosity  of  a  few  members  of  my 
congregation  I  was  able  to  build  in  December  last. 

Until  I  commenced  visiting  them  these  children  had  no  religious  or 
other  advantages,  and  the  held  was  almost  like  Africa  in  our  midst. 
Now,  however,  and  especially  since  the  day  school  has  been  in  opera- 
tion under  the  worthy  teacher  that  it  has,  there  is  great  improvement, 
and  my  hope  is,  that  at  some  future  day  we  may  be  able  to  build  a 
Chapel  in  the  neighborhood,  where  the  field  is  already  white  to  the 
harvest.  A  Sunday  or  two  since  I  baptized  eleven  children,  and  have 
reason  to  believe  that  others  will  be  brought  forward  before  long.  May 
the  Master  continue  to  bless  this  work,  and  give  me  the  means  of  car- 
rying it  on  to  perfection.

REMARKS. 

Since  our  last  report  this  Parish  has  suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  de- 
cease of  James  Morrow  Ivy,  who  was  a  zealous  and  wise  and  liberal  co- 
laborer  in  all  good  works.  There  has  also  been  a  sad  loss  to  us  by 
removal,  three  families  having  gone  elsewhere  during  the  year.  In  some 
respects,  however,  progress  has  been  made,  the  lack  being  supplied  by 
the  enlarged  zeal  and  liberality  of  those  who  remain.  During  the  year 
a  Branch  Society  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  been  established.  A 
Sunday  School  for  the  colored  people  has  been  organized,  and  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  A  lot  has  been  bought  and  paid  for,  on  which  to 
build  school-room  and  chapel  for  the  Colored  Mission.  The  negroes 
themselves  give  us  every  encouragement  to  persevere  in  this  work,  and 
the  Rector  has  had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  members  of  the  Parish,  as 
well  as  several  contributions  from  abroad. 

As  required  by  Canon,  1  report  the  following  extra  Parochial  acts: 
Attended  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  ;  the  Greenville  Convo- 
cation, three  times  ;  assisted  at  ordination,  twice  ;  celebrate  a  marriage 
in  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia.  I  am  also  still  editor  of 
the  Church  Messenger.

REMARKS. 

The  Rector  observes  with  profound  pleasure  the  signs  of  progress  in 
the  congregation.

REMARKS. 


This  Church,  having  run  down  to  so  low  an  ebb  that  it  was  for  some 
months  closed,  has  had  some  new  life  infused  into  it,  since  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  railroad  to  Augusta  and  Spartanburg,  by  the  removal 
into  the  town  of  Laurens  of  some  zealous  Episcopal  families,  and  the 
Church  was  re-opened  for  regular  services  about  a  year  ago.  The  mis- 
sionary in  charge  has  supplied  most  of  these  services,  making  the 
Church  regular  visits  once  a  month,  and  proposing,  for  the  present  at 
least,  to  double  the  number  of  his  visits,  in  order  to  meet  the  awaken- 
ing interest.

REMARKS. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  resigned  as  Assistant  Minister  January  1st,  1886  ; 
accepted  Rectorship  St.  Philip's  Church,  New  York  on  25th  August. 
Church  was  utterly  wrecked  by  the  cyclone ;  it  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired,  chancel  extended,  and  robing  room  added,  at  a  cost  of  $4,500. 
$981.92  were  contributed  by  generous  offerings  from  the  North,  and 
the  sum  of  $25,  given  by  Hon.  H.  Buist  and  E.  M.  Grimke,  of  this  city. 
There  is  a  debt  of  $2,614,  for  which  the  congregation  have  placed  on  the 
altar  pledges,  amounting  to  $618.75,  payable  in  four  quarterly  instal- 
ments, leaving  a  balance  yet  unprovided  for  of  $1,395.25,  which  we 
hope  the  earnest  effort  to  help  themselves,  will  induce  generous  friends 
to  assist  them  in  paying.  The  admirable  organization  of  the  Sunday 
School  under  Mr.  Richard  Bernie,  Superintendent,  deserves  special 
record. 

The  money  given  by  this  Parish  has  been  laid  on  the  altar  as  a  free 
will  offering,  without  fairs,  or  tables  or  refreshments.

REMARKS.

D.  D.,  of  Philadelphia.  The  Mission  may  now  be  considered  a  success. 
Since  the  erection  of  u  Saul  Chapel  "  we  have  had  large  congregations 
and  still  increasing,  composed  chiefly  of  children  and  young  persons.

REMARKS. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  which  has  been  a  Mission  under 
my  charge  for  the  past  six  months,  has  now  been  converted  into  a 
Parish. 

The  interest  and  zeal  manifested  by  the  congregation  has  been  truly 
encouraging,  and  it  is  quite  gratifying  to  see  that  the  Parish  is  steadily 
increasing  in  size.  The  services  on  Sundays  are  always  well  attended, 
and  the  responses  are  very  hearty.  The  music  is  simple,  but  thoroughly 
churchly.  The  Sunday  School,  which  is  largely  composed  of  poor 
children,  now  numbers  eighty,  and  is  well  conducted,  under  expe- 
rienced teachers.  There  is  a  public  catechising  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
every  month,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  Church  is  instilled  in  the  chil- 
dren. There  has  been  started  in  connection  with  this  work  a  Guild, 
the  primary  object  of  which  is  to  strengthen  and  increase  the  spiritual 
life  in  the  Parish,  and  to  disseminate  the  teaching  of  the  Church  among 
the  poor  and  ignorant.  The  Guild  presented  very  handsome  altar 
cloths  and  book  marks  on  Easter3  and  it  assists  greatly  in  furthering 
the  interests  of  the  Parish. 

I  must  note  the  donation  of  a  large  bell,  colored  Chancel  windows, 
and  a  beautiful  re-table  as  a  gift  from  the  Sunday  School. 

There  is  a  very  promising  future  for  the  Church  here,  and  I  pray 
God  that  He  will  use  me  as  an  instrument  to  promote  His  glory  and 
advance  the  welfare  of  the  One  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted 'by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects  con- 
nected with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that  now 
held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all  property  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or  dormant  Par- 
ishes formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have 
now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any  prop- 
erty now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  Churches  or  cor- 
porations in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surrender 
or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Section  2.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  de- 
scribed in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
Trustees  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  con- 
veyance other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880. 
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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


r.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  of  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  per- 
sons who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.  (Passed 
1842.) 

2.  Resolved>  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be 
given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  resolution  recom- 
mending that  members  of  this  Convention  be  communicants 
shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention.   (Passed  1838.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  1859.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop 
shall  be  invested.    (Amended  1877.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1856.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body,  (Passed 

1859.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memo- 
rial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872). 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all 
the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible, 
interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhal- 
lowed, zvorldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to 
members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  the  choice  of 
Sponsors  in  Baptism y  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are 
regular  communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 
(Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.  (Passed 
1866.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen  and 
Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

17.  Resolved  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1882.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly 
requested  to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  1st  of  May 
to  the  Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to

I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized, 
and  the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of 
proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be  :

from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  "  Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President.

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Can<5ns. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings. shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend.

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion 
to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any 
member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same 
Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "  Resolved "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the 
resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.    A  motion 
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to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to- 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  himu- 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the" 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall ,  or  any»  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called 
to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to 
explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the 
first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  mem- 
ber may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  tzvo-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 
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
